Ald Madden said: It is my judgment the 
people will adopt this law for this city by an 
overwhelming majority. The only thing now 
is to have the voter clearly understand the 
proposition is to be voted for at the coming 
election. Heretofore many propositions have 
been defeated simply because the voter neg- 
lected to express himself by marking a cross 
in the square opposite the line stating the 
proposition. 

Hamline Says the People Are with It. 

John H. Hamline said: “I do not know 
whether the politicians are opposed to the 
adoption of the measure, but even so, I think 
it will be udopted. If the people are permit- 
ted to understand the features of the law they 
will vote for it. Even the political hench- 
man will find it to his interest to have it put 
in effect, It will do away with political as- 
sessments and make his job sure after he 
gets it, provided he does his work well, and if 
he has a job now he will favor it, as the 
chances are he will hold over under it. The 
man who has a City Hall clerkship will not 
be at the beck and call of the man who put 
him in, and the policeman will be free to do 
his duty without fear of political pull. 

Ik the bill is approved at the election it 
will go into effect ninety days afterward. In 
the event that Swift is elected he cannot 
make many changes in that time, and will 
not. In evidence of this under the Hopkins 
administration only 400 policemen have 
been appointed in a force of 3,500 men. 
Now there are 15.000 city employés and but 
little change would be madein the political 
completion of that number of menin the 
ninety days that intervene between the elec. 
tion and the operation of the measureif it 
carried, There is such an _infini- 
tesimally small number of men 
who could possibly be benefited by its 
rejection that it is sure to meet with approval. 
Those who favor the measure should make 
the whole pubiic familiar with its provisions. 
Thete should be monster mass-meetings called 
to indorse it, and there should be speeches 
made explaining its provisions. There should 
be speakers for this purpose at every ward 
meeting held in the city from now till elec- 
tion. I will make a speech every night if I 
am invited to do so. I will go anywhere in 
the city and speak every night from now till 
election day. I will undertake to furnish 
twenty-five speakers who will do the same 
thing. Inthis way every voter in Chicago 
could be made to know the benefits of this 
splendid law.“ 

For a Civil Service Campaign. 

John W. Ela said: **I expect we shall have 
to make a regular civil service campaign, but 
we will do it. There is no doubt in my mind 
that ward heelers will work against the meas- 
ure. We have been notified to that effect al- 
ready. However, we shall make a campaign 
in all the wards, and I believe civil service will 
be adopted. The new Mayor, whether he be 
Wenter or Swift, will have ninety days in 
which to make such changes as he may see 
fit, for he may postpone the appoint- 
ment of the three Commissioners’ that 
length of time But we have 
assurance from both candidates that they will 
act in accordance with the spirit of the law. 
The commission will have nothing whatever 
to do with persons holding positions at the 
time of its appointment. It wiil have to do, 
huwever, with the filling of all vacancies. The 
Mayor may discharge without cause even 
after the commission is appoiuted any em- 
ployé, but he cannot fill that vacancy.”’ 

Lyman J. Gage said: 1 do not think 
either party deserves all the credit for the 
drafting and passing of the reform bill. It 
was a non-party measure entirely. I went 
down to Springfield, itis true, but I must 
confess that I don't believe that I or any of 
the others who went did any particular good 
there. There is a reform plank in the plat 
form of both parties and they worked together 
to keep their promise, Noone man and no 
one party deserves the credit of it. The Re- 
publican party has a majority in the House 
and used it in favor of the bill, but it was 
greatly helped by the other side also. 

E. G. Keith, President of the Metropolitan 
National Bank, said: I don’t believe 10,000 
votes will be cast against the adoption of the 
civil service bill, Its absolute necessity for 
pure municipal government seems to be felt 
by every honest citizen. The only dissenting 
ones will be those in office, who feel they will 
lose theit positions because they ure unquali- 
fied to fill them. It is untrue that the Repub- 
lican party has not favored the bill, The Re- 
publican party really founded it under Gen. 
Grant’s administration and has ever since 
fostered it. The Republican County Cen- 
tra] committee was the first to advocate 
its introduction into the City Hall after last 
fall's election. All along the Republican 
leaders have been striving to introduce the 
civil service bill into the Legislature, and it 
is a significant fact that there was not a Re- 
publican vote cast against it in the Lower 
House. The Republican leaders were the 
first to go to Springfield, and they did not 
leave until they were assured the bill would 
be passed. George B. Swift has based his 
candidacy upon it, and if elected promises to 
carry out civil service reform to the letter. 
The Democrats, on the other hand, have been 
mysteriously silent about the matter. Their 
candidate says he isin favor of reform, but 
neither he nor his party has done much to 
inaugurate it. The immediate effect of the 
bill’s adoption wiil be to place in office men 
who will give the city a good ‘business ad- 
ministration.” 


GOV. TEINLET ILL WITH A OOLD. 


Is Confined to His Bed, and His Trip May 
Re Shortened. 

Columbus, O., March 21.—Private Secre- 
tary Boyle this afternoon received a dispatch 
from Gov. McKinley saying he was ill witha 
cold and confined to his bed at Thomasville, 
Ga. This will interfere with the Governor’s 
plans, as it will likely keep him at Thomas- 
ville several days longer than intended. It i- 
expected the Gcvernor will visit a number of 
points in the South before his return to this 
city. He was to have left Thomasville, Ga., 
this afternoon for Jacksonville, Fia., where 
he expected to spend several hours, reaching 
St. Augustine Friday night. Saturday it was 
planned to visit Lake Worth, spending Sun- 
day there. He expects to go from there to 
Savannah Monday to remain till Wednesday. 
It may be that several points in North and 
South Carolina will be visited also before re- 
turning to this city, if public business will 
permit the Governor to remain out of the

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HIS MEN ARE HEROES. 


OHIEF OF POLIOE BRENNAN DISOUSS- 
ES THE DEBS STRIKE. 


He Declares It an Un'mportant Affair, and 
the Most Annoying Element in It Con- 
sisted of Half-Grown Boys Who Were 
Determined to Do Mischief—Soldiers 
Do Nothing but Make Trouble, Mar- 
shals Are Murderers. but the Brave 
Police Are the Saviors of the City. 

Chief Brennan has issued his annual report 
of the Police Department for 1894. It is an 
interesting document, especially that part of 
it which deals with the Debs strike, Mr. 

Brennan devotes eighteen pagesto this sub- 

ject, though he might have dismissed it with 


tions hardly worth mentioning it is false to 
assert that the sympathies of the police inter- 
fered in any way with the discharge of their 
duty or execution of their orders; for no mat - 
ter what they thought or felt, they were 
policemen and guardians of the public peace 
first, last, and all the time, 
Police Wind It Up. 

It would be unfair to omit that Mr. Bren. 
nan says there were a few “ decrepit freight 
cars burned and some people killed, 

But residents of Chicago will read with in- 
terest that section of Mr. Brennan’s report in 
which he shows how easily and readily the Po.

important affair. In fact. according to the 
view of the Chief of Police after eight 
months’ consideration of the matter 

„% The most annoying element consisted of 
half-grown boys, who seemed determined to 
make as much mischief as possible.” 

Again, according to Mr. Brennan, these 
half-grown boys wouldn’t have caused the 
slight trouble they did if it had not been for 
the presence of troops, for Mr. Brennan con- 
clusively says: 

It is a notable fact there was no trouble 
where there were no troops. In all cases 
where the police were left to themselves 
peace was preserved, Property was kept un- 
injured, and the interference with non-union 
workmen was trifling.” ' 

The Chief doesn’t hesitate to repeat this 
statement in other forms. The United States 
troops come near being held responsible for 
the entire trouble. The report says the 
United States troops arrived from Fort Sheri- 
dan the night of July 3, and the Chief adds 
in this connection: 

‘*T am satisfied that if the military had not 
been called in at this juncture the police 
would have been amply able to cope 
with all the trouble. I am satisfied 
that up to this date there had been 
no violence committed on any of the railway 
lines within the City of Chicago. Tho few 
uuruly crowds that had assembled at differ- 
ent points were promptly dispersed by the 
police.“ 

Worse than Soldiers. 

But the soldiers were not the only persons 
responsible for the disorder incident to the 
strixe. The United States Deputy Marshals 
were, if possible, worse than the soldiers. 
Mr. Brennan saya of them: 

Another source of annoyance to the de- 
partment was the conduct of the Deputy 
United States Marshals. These men were 
hastily gathered largely from the scum and 
refuse of the lowest class of the city’s popula- 
tion. While there were some honest men 
among them a large number of them were 
toughs, thieves, and ex-convicts, There were 
also some strikers sworn in. Several of 
these officiale were arrested during the 
strike for stealing property from railroad 
cars. In one instance two of them were found 
under suspicious circumstances near a freight 
car which had just been set on fire. They 
were dangerous to the lives of citizens on ac. 
count of their careless use of pistols. They 
fired into the crowd of bystanders when there 
was no disturbance.and no reason for shoot- 
ing. Innocent men and women were kiiled 
by these shots. 

This charge of murder against the Deputy 
Marshals is made on page 17. On page 26 
the Chief prints a summary under the caption 
„The following table shows how the fatalities 
and injuries were caused. In this enumera- 
tion is set forth the work of the Marshals as 
follows:

He Blames Newspapers. 

But once more as to the persons who caused 
the trouble. The troops and Marshals were 
not all, There were others. The newspapers 
and the newsboys were so much at fault that 
the latter had to be suppressed. There is no 
doubt about the trouble they caused, for Mr. 
Brennan says: 

„Then, too, the press, in its anxiety to 
print early news, was cureless in its reports 
of the condition of things; often most ex- 
aggerated accounts of the trouble were 
printed from day to day, and the chasing of 
a crowd of boys off the railroad tracks was 

ified into ariot in which thousands were 
ready to kill, burn, and pillage. So annoy- 
ing did this become that the police were in- 
structed to prevent newsboys on the streets 
from crying the dangerous and incendiary 
character of certain publications. ; 

Of course, with all these disturbing ele- 
ments there was bound to be trouble, though 
the police were in sympathy with the strikers. 
Mr. Brennan says: |

UNION PACIFICO OUTLOOK DUBIOUS. 


Receivers of the Road Discuss the Situa- 
tion at Omaha. 

Omaha, Neb., March 21,—The future of the 
Union Pacific was Informaliy discussed to- 
day in Omaha by Oliver W. Mink, E. Ellery 
Anderson, J. W. Doane, and Frederick R. 
Coudert, the receivers. Mr. Mink said: 

As to the status of the Union Pacific it 
might be decidedly better and then not be at 
all worthy of groat comment. We are pretty 
hard hit and the future is not all promising. 
While lam sure that another crop failure 
will be put against Nebraska this year, still 
farmers are afraid to put in seed for fear that 
the dry soil will not hold the grain and the 
winds will sweep the seed away. All of which 
is discouraging for the system.”’ 

On the question of i reduction of salaries 
Mr. Mink would not talk except to say that 
the subject had not been seriously discussed, 
but the Union Pacific was paying higher sala- 
ries than any of its competitors. 

Mr. Anderson said he did not believe the 
government would receive ever again two 
fairer propositions than those submitted to 
Congress last winter, thatthe Union Pavific 
should pay $70,000,000 at 2 per cent, se- 
cured by a first lien on the property, to the 
government, and that $34,000 should be paid 
outright and the debt to the government can- 
celed. Both of these propositions were re- 
fused. 

Mr. Coudert said: 

We do not feel that the government is co- 
ercing usin any manner, and, so far as we 
know, the foreclosure proceedings will not be 
hastily pushed. This is a grave problem and 
requires the utmost deliberation, The gov- 
ernment knows our condition.“ 

The receivers have the following informa- 
tion from the general counsel at Portland rel- 
ative to the Oregon Short Line foreciesure: 

That the reported appointment of J. M. Egan 
as receiver for the Oregon Short Line system is 
conditioned upon action to be taken by the 
Wyoming court, and the order is not to become 
effective unless the Wyoming court shall order a 
change in the personnel of the receivership.

New York, March 21.—[Special.]—A red 
fox appeared unannousced today in the Bow- 
ery. Four citizens who came upon it there 
were divided in their opinions as to what it 
was. One said it was a Spitz dog; another 
said it was a squirrel; the third said it was a 
species of lion; and the fourth was sure it 
wasu’t a dog, but thought it might be what 
they called a chipmunk. 

A vast crowd gathered. Policemen took 
part in it and tried to catch the animal. A 
wild chase ensued. Meantime the excited 
crowd on the Bowery had been reinforced, 
and the rumor spread thata desperate con- 
flict had taken place between the policemen 
anda ferocious lion, The story grew and 
grew until it reached the astounding propor- 
tions of a lion with blazing, fiery eyes and 
tusks that ran through its jowls. Several 
men actuully declared they had seen the ter- 
rible beast. 

The fox was finally caught, formally com- 
mitted ata police station, and locked up ia 
a cell, The final disposition of the prisoner 
has not yet been decided upon.

„% As soon as I get these wires off I will be 
all right,“ she said. 

Then she became convinced she was a tele- 
phone exchange, part and parcel of an elec- 
tric lighting system, and in fact anything with 
which wires were connected. 

Dr. Evans, the house physician, was sum- 
moned, and aftera hasty examination con- 
cluded Miss Smith should be sent to the De- 
tention Hospital. He feared she might com- 
mit suicide if she were left alone. 

When the police arrived Miss Smith at first 
declined to give her name. She said she was 
Jane Berry, and lived in Indianapolis, Ind. 
She refused to dress, and pointing to the 
ceiling called for help from her mother and 
brother. She spoke in German. 

Come here, mamma. Come here, Fred- 
die, she called repeatedly. Then she began 
a rambling talk about her mother and brother 
being in the next room.

She said she had been employed as cashier 
for Charles Kern when he ran the restaurant 
on the present site of the Stock Exchange 
Building. She was exceeding reluctant about 
revealing her identity, and when asked what 
her father’s business was she refused to say 
anything. 

Another mysterious woman, or possibly the 
same one, called at the Sherman House in 
the afternoon and caused some excitement by 
her peculiar behavior. It was nearly 3 o'clock 
when the clerk was told a woman was in the 
waiting-room and that she desired to register. 
She sent no card in and the clerk went to her.

Pacific Northwest’ Worst Desperado Dies 
in a Pitched Battle. 

Seattle, Wash., March 21.—The Jesse James 
of the Pacific Northwest, Blanck, alias Frank 
Hamilton, was killed today ina desp erate 
battle near Kent between him and Deputy 
Sheriffs Bob Crow and John Sheppich. The 
battle was fought out with only ten feet 
separating the foes, This afternnon a 
report came to Kent that Blanck was penned 
in near Orillia. Bob Crow and John Shep- 
pich, who carried rifles, started up the North- 
ern Pacific tracks. Whena mile north they 
saw a man coming downthetrack. They had 
no idea they were going to meet the desper- 
ado and got to within ten feet of him before 
the real danger developed itself.

ELEVATOR FIGHT TO BEGIN IX HOUSE, 


Committee on Warehouses Recommends 
for Passage Challacombe’s Bill. 

Springfield, III., March 21.—The House 
Committee on Warehouses considered today 
Mr. Challacombe’s bill to amend the act to 
regulate public warehouses and the inspection 
of grain. The amendment is to compel ware- 
house owners to store grain in sep- 
urate bins when the grain-owners shall 
so desire and to prevent an owner 
or stockholder in warehouses of class 
A from handlmg grain for himself. The bill 
was reported out with a favorable recom- 
mendation. Mr. Fleming opposed this ac- 
tion. He said it was a scheme of the grain 
and flour men of Duluth and Minneapolis to 
ruin the grain traffic of Chicago. Mr. Mo- 
Fee and r. Shanaban both thought the 
measure injurious to elevator men and also 
to farmers. Schwab favored reporting the 
bill out on the ground ‘that it should be dis- 
cussed on the floor of the House. 

This matter has been talked about more or 
less ever sine the session began. Among the 
country members, particularly those who are 
closely allied to the grain producing and ship- 
ping interest, there crops out a disposition to 
oppose the billon what would seem to be a 
curious ground, They are disposed to contest 
the matter, because, they say, if owners of 
houses of class A, who deal in grain, were 
driven out of the market the middlemen, or 
grain merchants, would have an absolute 
monopoly of the grain trade, and set prices 
and commissions to suit themselves. 

The friends of the State administration now 
appear to be concerned in the matter and say 
that it the bill became a lawit inevitably 
would deprive the State Grain Inspection De- 

artment of a vast deal of money now col- 
ected as inspection fees, inasmuch as under 
the present system all grain brought into the 
city is inspected; and if the rule which is 
proposed to be enforced is put into effect 
there shall be no inspection upon any 
grain except that which is actually put 
into a warehouse of class A, which shall 
not directly or indirectly deal in grain. it is 
believed generally that the enforcement of 
such a bill would kill the Grain Inspection 
Department unless the fees were paid out of 
the Treasury of the State. 

The same committee reported back ana 
recommended for passage Mr, De Forest's 
bill to N the buying and selling of priv- 
ilegee known as puts and calls in grain and 
provisions. The bill fixes tne penalty for 
violation at not less than six months ia the 
county jail or more than five years in the 
penitentiary or a fine of not less than $500 or 
more than $1,000, or both. 


TO VOTE FOR BOTH AT ONE ELECTION. 


Lowenthal’s Bill Puts Superior Court 
Judges with County Commissioners, 

Springfield, III., March 21.—Mr. Lowen. 
thal has introduced a bill amending the law 
so that no election of Judges of the Superior 
Court of Cook County be held except at the 
same time with the regular election of the 
County Commissioners, as fixed by law, and 
that every Judge of the Superior Court shall 
hold office for six years. 

Mr. Lowenthal also introduced a bill pro- 
viding that no mortgage, trust deed, or other 
conveyance having the effect of a mo e 
or lien upon property shall be valid as 
against the rights and interests of any third 

reon, unless possession thereof! shall be de- 

ivered to and remain with the grantee, or the 
instrument shall provide for the possession 
of the property to remain with the grantor 
and the instrument is acknowledged and re- 
corded as directed. Every such instrument 
shall be deemed a chattel mortgage, pro- 
vided that this act shall not apply to mort- 
gages and trust deeds upon the nt, rolling 
stock, and property of street way com- 
panies and. the mortgages and trust deeds 
of these companies upon their plant, fran- 
chises, and other property shall be effective, if 
acknowledged and recorded as real estate 
conveyances are required to be.

Springfield, III., March 21.—([Special.|— 
The House spent three hours today in discuss- 
ing a resolution offered some weeks ago from 
the Republican side denouncing the Demo- 
cratic policy relative to pensions. The battle 
ended in a species of draw. The discussion 
of the resolut ion was postponed, but not until 
the oraters had worn themselves out. The 
Republicans, headed by Mr, Cochran, had de- 
cidedly the best of the battle, and the debate 
was spirited enough to satisfy almost any 
one. There comes a time in the history of 
every Legislature when the orators are en- 
titled to have the floor. This was the day and 
this the occasion, Every man loaded with a 
speech had an opportunity to give his ideas to 
the world, and no rights were lost in this re- 
spect. 

Mr. Guffin from the Committee on 
Federal Relations reported favorably the 
Kitzmiller resolution denouncing the pension 
policy of the present national administration. 
He said the soldiers never received from the 
Democratic party anything but insults. 

Mr. Lecrone (Dem.) offered the following 
substitute: 


Resolved, That this House hereby expresses its 
approval of the just and liberal pension policy 
maintgined by the National Government when 
under the control os both the great parties and 
as a necessary incentive to as well as a public as- 
surance of the continuance of that policy we wel- 
come striking public exbibitions of a decay of 
those sectional and party asperities engendered by 
the late war, asperities which for so many years 
perpetuated enmity where friendship should have 
prevailed and which for so many years delayed 
that full measure of the Nation's gratitude due 
to the battle-scarred veterans, 

Mr. Lecrone said in the consideration of 
such a subject the truth should be told and 
that the members of this House should drop 
partisanship and become men. [| Applause. ] 
Mr. White of Whiteside (Rep.) moved that 
the substitute be laid on the table. A loud 
shout for the ** yeas and nays went up from 
the Democratic side and the roll was called. 
The motion to table was carried—yeas 82, 
nays 51. All the yeas were Republicans. All

The question now occurred on the adoption 
of the original resolution as introduced by 
Mr. Kitzmiller. It is as follows: 0 

Resolved by this House, the Senate —— 
berein, that we hereby request our Senators an 
Representatives in Congress to use all honorable 
means to procure the passage of a bill which will 
prevent the further reduction or stoppmg of pen- 
sions now obtained. 

Resolved, That copies of this resolution, when 
passed by the House and concurred in by the 
Senate, shall be printed and sent to each — our 
United States Senatcrs and Representatives in 
Congress. 

Mr. Merritt (Dem.) said the resnlutions 
attack upon the pension policy of the Demo. 
cratic administration was unjust and based on 
falsehood of the grossest kind. The Repub- 
lican party has a great deal. of patriotism and 
love for the old soldier when it does not cost 
anything and amounts to nothing. That ex- 
pends its patriotism in wind on the dome of 
this Capitol. But this patriotism for political 
effect will not deceive the people ot Illinois. 

Mr, Berry ( Rep.) said the Republican party 
had always been a party of patriotism, If 
the Democratic party two years ago had 
levied such a tax as the needs of the State re- 
quired the people would not now be knocking 
at the door of the State Treasury to find it 
empty.

Alex. J. Jones of Cook (Dem.). after 
speaking in opposition to the resolution; of- 
fered as an amendment to it a resolution that 
in the nomination of George B. Swift for 
Mayor of Chicago the voters have an im- 
placa ble enemy of organized labor as exem- 
plitied by ocficial acts. 

Mr, Berry made the point of drder that the 
amendment was not germane to the subject 
under discussion. The point was sustained 
and the amendment was ordered returned to 
Mr, Jones. 

After a — political debate Mr. Weston 
(Rep.) moved that the further consideration 
of the resolution be postponed until next 
Monday morning, and the motion prevailed. 

Mr. Needles called up the military apropria- 
tion bill, This was passed first by the Senate 
and then by the House with amendments, in 
which the Senate refused to concur. The 
House amendments struck from the bill tne 
item of $80,000 for uniforms and equip- 
ments and the item of $30,000 for current 
expenses to July 1. The pending question 
was whether or not the House should recede 
from the amendments. It refused to recede. 
On motion of Mr. Needles the Speaker was 
authorized to appoint a conference commit- 
tee on behalf of the House, 

Mr. Mauritzson, from the Committee on 
Sanitary Affairs, recommended the adoption 
of the resolution for a special committee to 
investigate the charges that the distilleries 
and slaughter houses are emptying slops and 
poisonous matter into the navigable streams 
of the State.

JUDGE TULEY FAVORS PUBLICATION, 


He Points Cut Dangers in the Perry Bill 
to Prohibit Printing Opinion. 

Judge Tuley was asked yesterday what he 
thought of the bill introduced into the Legis- 
lature by Mr. Perry to prohibit the Judges of 
the Appellate Courts from allowing their de- 
cisions or opinioas to be printed, and to pro- 
hibit the Supreme Court from printing its 
opinions, unless they involved the decision of 
some new principle. Judge Tuley said: 

As the Appellate Courts have no official re- 
porters, the bill must be designed to prohibit 
the newspapers and private parties from print- 
ing these opinions: and 1 do not see how it can 
be done. Every citizen has a right to inspect 
the records, and if he should copy and print 
them I do not see what any one can do about it. 

The Supreme Court has an official reporter 
and there is no doubt that he is publishing year 
after year a vast amount of useless chaff. I see 
but one reason why he should not be restrained 
from printing anything but decisions of new 
points—that the rute is liable to dangerous abuse. 

he Supreme Court eve now takes the liberty of 
suppressing opinions wilich it thinks may be un- 
popular or inconsistent with its former decisions. 
An important case came under my observation. I 
tried a divorce case in which the ground of the 
petition was cruelty, but no physical cruelty was 
shown. I decided against the complainant, and 
she appealed. The Superior Court decided long 
ago that no cruelty was a ground for divorce un- 
less it included at least two cases of physical 
cruelty. But in this case it overruled me, and 
decided that a divorces might be granted for cru- 
elty, though there was no physical cruelty at all. 
Now, this opinion, which was of the greatest im- 
portance, the Supreme Court suppressed, I got 
hold of it, though, all the same, and have quoted 
it in my decisions since. If the new law is going 
to lead to much mors work of this kind I am 
afaid it will prove an evil. 


TO USE “ STERLING” ON GENUINE GOODS 


Senator Evans’ Bill Inspired by Chicigo 
Retail Jewelers, 

Senator Evans introduced in the Senate at 
Springfield Wednesday a bill which is of con- 
siderable significance to manufacturers and 
dealers in the jewelry and gold andsilver- 
ware lines, and the bill makes it 
unlawful to put the mark “sterling” on any 
article only part silver. It is understood that 
Senator Evans’ bill was inspired by the 
retail jewelers of this city for the 
protection of themselves and their cus- 
tomers. t is a part of a plan 
originated by the Gorham Manufacturing 
company some two years ago. A representa- 
tive ot that company io Chicago said 
yesterday the dealers in gold and silver 
goods had been annoyed for a long 
time by goods offered bearing false stamos. 
Articles purporting to made of silver would 
be stamped sterimg or coin when in 
fact they wero simply washed or plated, 
Qn articles of gold jewelry the stamp 
wonld indicate a fineness two to 
eight carats ricber than tne real value. 
The Gorham company made a fight against 
these abuses, and had laws passed in New 
York and Massachusetts similar to Senator 
Evans’ bill. It is intended to push this legis- 
lation in every State of the Union, and com- 
pel the unscrupulous manufacturers to stamp 
gold and silver articles according to their 
true fineness. 


DEMOCRATIC PRESIDENTIAL ELECTORS. 


That Is the Aim of Ed Merritt’s Bill In- 
troduced at Springfield. 

Ed Merritt of Springfield, who introduced a 
bili in the House Tuesday providing for the elec- 
tion of Presidential Electors by Congressional 
districts and the separation of the State into two 
divisions for the election of Electors at Large, 
evidently desires that the Democratic party 
should bave the best of it in the selection of 
the men who elect a President. The bill also 

»rovides for two alternates for each District 

lector and one alternate tor each Elector at 
Large. Electors are now chosen by the whole 
State and the object of Mr. Merritt’s bill, as 
it was viewed by politicians here yesterday, is 
to create a system by which Democrats 
can get a portion of the Electoral vote of Illi- 
nois, Congressman Lorimer said: 

Electors, in my judgment, should be voted for 
the same as the Governor. By vot for them 
by districts it would be the individual who would 
receive the vote instead the head of the ticket. 
People pay little attention now as to who are the 
candidates for Electors. They cast their ballot 
for the candidate for President. In my judg- 
ment this is as it should be. 

James R. B. Van Cleave said: 

This is just a scheme on the part of the Dem- 
ocrats to try to secure a portion of the Electoral 
vote of Illinois. I don't ses why Merritt did not 
introduce his bill in the last Législature. I don't 
see how he can expect a Republican General As- 
sembly to pass such a measure. 


SHOULD RESTRICT NATURALIZATION, 

Representative Lowenthal’s 
Friends in Chicago, 

Representative Lowenthal’s bill introduced 
in the General Assemb!y to prevent the 
wholesale naturalization of aliens under the 
direction of political committees is regarded 
as a good thing here, but thecriticism is made 
that it does not go far enough. Chief Clerk 
Hertz of the Election Board said: 

»The bill should also provide that natural- 
ization shou!d take place only during the reg- 
ular court hours. The irregularities now 
occur in the evenings, when droves of aliens 
are brought to the Court-House by 
men actin for the political com- 
mittees. am also in favor 
of refusing naturalization papers to all per- 
sons who come here under age and who can- 
not speak English when they apply for their 
final papers. Of course itisdifferent witha 
man who comes to this country when he is 
50 years old. It is not easy for him to learn 
the language.” 

Ex-Judge Vincent and Election Commis- 
sioner Meier both approved the bill. Ex- 
Judge Vincent said it was all wrong to have 
political committees pay naturalization fees, 
and Mr. Meier said a man who was not will- 
ing to stand so smal) an expense to become a 
citizen should not be naturalized.

LOSES ITS PLUNGER. 


WALL STREET DAZED BY HENRY 0. 
HAVEMBYER’S RETIREMENT. 


Chief Millionaire of the Sugar Trust Has 
Been the Most Impressive Financial 
Factor on the Stock Exchange, Al- 
though Seldom Appearing in Person 


the “Industrials” — Diamond-Catters 
May Not Be Admitted Into the Country. 


New York, March 21.—[Speclal.I— Wall 
street operators of the shrewdest sort are re- 
ported considerably dazed by the sudden dis- 
covery that they must forego this year the 
society of Henry O. Havemeyer, the chief 
millionaire of the sugar trust. Mr. Have 
meyer has never been much in persona! evi- 
dence around Stock Exchange offices. But his 
financial presence off and on for the last de- 
cade has amply atoned for his 
physical absence. He has been the b'g- 
gest speculator known in Wall 
street since William H. Vanderbilt, 
Charlie Osborn, and C. F. Woerishoffer, the 
dashing millionaire trio who so speedily fol- 
lowed one another out of the wild life of 
speculation. As a speculator Mr. Havemeyer 
has been unique in many ways. He has 
never cared apparently to operate in a single 
stock outside of that of his own sugar trust. 
As the projector of that stock in Wali street 
he led everybody else as the champion and in- 
troducer of “industrials,” the securities of 
manufacturing properties which by fits and 
starts have in the last dozen years monopo- 
lized the financial world’s speculative 
activity. It has reaily been under ‘the sugar 
trust ring that the list of industrial stocks has 
come to the front. One or two preceded 
sugar on the Stock Exchange, but not until 
sugar was on the board was there anything 
akin to a respectable showing made by any 
„industrial example. Over and over again 
transactions in it have aggregated in a day, 
and for many successive days at a time, far 
more than the total combined dealings of 
every other stock dealt in on the exchange. 

Regarded the Master of the Street. 

Its pyrotechnic liveliness has come—so, at 
least, Wall street has long been persuaded, 
from one man’s speculative masterfulness. 
And that one man now prepares to take a 
long trip abroad, Just as Wall street is 
plucking up heart, just as the long- waited and 
long-predicted boom is supposed to be 
really approaching, Harry Havemeyer, 
the phenomenon and largely a 
boom reliance, says good-by. Such a per- 
formance is out of all precedent. But prece- 
dents are not a Harry Havemeyer character- 
istic. While everybody else in Wall street 

has been losmg money and losing heart he 
has been piling up profit on profit till now 
he is eusily the richest man in Wall street 
history whose money practically has all been 
made in Wall street. Hedid not inherit any 
vast fortune. He has family prestige in his 
trade. That chiefly was the capital with 
which he und his brother Theodore atarted. 

Theodore, half a dozen years ago, was prob- 
ably the richer of the two, having, it may be, 
double the fortune-that Henry O. could show. 
Both had confined themselves to sugar refia- 
ing, and the incidental profits that may be, off 
and on, nabbed by cornering the raw sugar 
market. They had many a temptation to get 
into other th'ngs, but, knowing a good thing, 
and having the same al@ to themselves, they 
were not to be led away from the straight and 
narrow vath of dollar-makiug which their 
German forefathers had only less prosper- 
ously trod. Railroads, mines, or Standard oil 
were not attractive. The Vanderbilts, Gould, 
Mackay and Hood and Fair and the Rocke- 
feilers could keep all their vast enterprises. 
These were not to their liking. Sugar was 
good enough for the Havemeyers. 


Success Without a Paraliel. 


The game played since then, over about a 
dozen years, is a game without parallel in 
Wali street either for ite size or its brilliance. 
All speculative records have been broken, and 
in breaking it ig estimated H. O. Have- 
meyer alone has taken out of Wall street 
over $50,000,000 of cash, the speculative 
public’s cash, that public which has 
with such generous persistency kept 
up its belief that it could beat the game. No 
such sum was ever made by anybody else in 
Wall street speculating. Jay Gould made as 
much, but not on the stock exchange. As a 
speculator, with odds even, Gould was al- 
most always a loser. His millions came 
from creating and smashing properties. 
Receiverships largely made the Gould fortune. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt made almost as much 
by stock watering. But Harry Havemeyer’s 
millions, those he has made in the last five or 
ten years, and they are the bulk of them, have 
been made practically all in the ups and downs 
of the stock market. Sucha record.is without 
parallel. C. F. Woerishofer and the other 
big speculators who have dazzled Wall etreet 
never one of them have passed the 510,000, 
000 mark. 


Family of German Origin. 


The Havemeyer family, like the Astors, is 
of German origin, although it has been iden- 
tified with New York ever since the early 
years of this century. Henry O. Havemeyer 
is the grandson of Frederick C. Havemeyer, 
who came to this country in 1802 from 
Buchunburg, Schaumburg, with his brother, 
William F. Havemeyer. They established a 
little sugar baking establishment in Vandam 
street in this city. They had learned the 
sugar-baking business in London and turned 
their hands to it in this country in a mod. 
est way. A hogshead of sugar represented 
a good day’s output and the building 
in which the entire Havemeyer business was 
conducted was a concern only twenty-five feet 
wide by forty feetin length. It heigntens the 
effect of the picture to note in this conrection 
the great plant of the sugar trust—which is 
virtually only another name for “the Have- 
meyers ’’—at Williamsburg, covering acres of 
ground, and the fact that tne daily output of 
these works is many times greater than the 
total yearly product of the little concern on 
Vandam street. 

When the two original Havemeyer brothers 
retired they were succeeded by their two sons, 
William F., who afterward was Mayor of New 
York for several terms, and Frederick C., the 
father of both Theodore A, and Henry 0. 
Havemeyer. Although his father owned the 
establishment Frederick C. entered the Van- 
dam street refinery as an apprentice and 
worked as diligently as if his daily bread de- 
pended upon it. hen he had learned al! he 
could there he went to Europe and took a 
course of sugar refining in the establishments 
of Germany. 


How the Business Grew. 


In 1831, soon after the two cousins, Will- 
iam F. and Frederick C., had taken charge of 
the business which their fathers had started, 
Frederick C. married Miss Susan S. Hender- 
son of New York City. the mother of 
the present Havemeyers. The two cousins 
Havemeyer continued in business until 1842, 
when both retired, each letting a brother, 
Alfred and Frederick. continue the business, 
For thirteen years Frederick C. Havemeyer 
was out of business and devoted himself to 
tra vel and study. He died in 1891, leaving an 
estate of $3,000,000 and four sous, Frederick 
C. Jr., Theodore A., Thomas J., and Henry 
O. Havemeyer. ‘Theodore A, Havemeyer, 
who is the President and nominal head of the 
trust, is réferred to as the refiner. He is also. 
the Austrian Consul in New York City, and 
gives little attention, compared with Henry 
O., to the sugar business. 

The sugar trust, whose enormous capitali- 
zation has already been stated, was formed 
in 1887. In the production of refined sugar 
ithas no competitor in the United States, 
and, as its managers admitted before the 
Senators, has absolute control of prices so 
E put them so high as to

migration Bureau at Ellis Island arrested 125 
expert diamond cutters for violations of the 
alien contract labor law. 

Thirteen of the same craft were landed from 
the Westerland, Red Star line, and held. 
These were the first to de examined. One, 
Francis Boesch, in his affidavit said all were 
engaged in Antwerp by the diamond-cutting 
firm of Colterman & Heinrich to work for 
their branch establishment in Cincinnati, O. 
This branch of the firm is styled Colterman, 
Heinrieh, Keck & Co. He said they were to 
receive 100 francs per week and their passage 
was paid to that city, and they were to 
be transported to Cincinnati by the 
firm. He furthermore said when the vessel 
reached quarantine Wednesday evening he 
was handed a letter giving him instructions 
to give no information to the im migration 
authorities as to the true nature of his busi- 
ness here, but to insist he was a tourist. 
Upon this testimony the board unanimously 
decided to exclude them all. Under the law 
the importing firm is liable to a fine of

ing business, set about proving the accuracy 
or the falseness of this 
Secretary Morton has all the

Mr. Herndon, the pur- 
chasing agent, in less than a week laid before 
the Secretary a written order signed by a 
Representative, the consideration being $75, 
and upon the payment of which the seeds 
were to be turned over to the holder of the 
order, 

This was the first step towards capture and 
the Secretary instructed his agent to buy the 
seeds and pay for them by check and not 
cash. This was dove, and the Congressman 
in cashing the check indorsed it. Now the 
Secretary has the seeds, the order for their 
sale, and the signature of the Congressman 
on the back of tue check by means of which 
the money was paid. Thechain is complete 
and he proposes that this offender shail 
be held up as an awful example to 
others who may have been engaged in 
the reprehensible practice of trafficking in 
Uncle Sam’s garden seeds when those seeds 
were intended for free distribution among the 
constituents of the Congressman. The vaiue 
of the seeds thus sold to the depariment is 
placed by the Secretary at between $225 and 
$240. The same practice has been carried 
on with regard to government publications, 
and a simiar effort is being made to entrap 
some member in this business so that the les- 
son may induce Congress to impose penalties 
or change tne laws so as to prohibit the future 
distribution of seeds and documents except 
from the department.

Josiah Quincy of Massachusetts, erstwhile 
Assistant Secretary of State—the man who 
used the consular service to pay political 
debts, and who in that capacity destroyed to 
a great degree its efficiency—does not seem 
to be content to remain in obscurity. Mr. 
Quincy left Washington not only under the 
cloud of the Patent Office scandal, but 
much disiiked because of his chilliness 
of manner and the peculiar things he did 
while here. He was distasteful to Mr. Cleve- 
land, to Secretary Gresham, and to everybody 
connected with the administration in one ca- 
pacity or another. He does not seem to have 
realized that fact nor to have known that 
his indorsement of a candidate for any 
position would probably lead to that 
candidate's defeat for the office sought. 
When W. L. Wilson was selected as Post- 
master-General Mr. Quincy naturally heard 
of the selection, as it was immediately a mat- 
ter of public knowledge. Mr. Quincy, for 
some reason not as yet explained, thought 
Mr. Wilson’s seiection wouid be followed by 
the voluntary retirement of First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Frank H. Jones. In 
the first place Mr. Jones had no 
intention of retiring, as he liked and respected 
Mr. Wilson, and in the second place Gen. 
Jones is such an efficient official that Mr. 
Cleveland would be very loath to part with 
him. These things did not strike Mr. Quincy, 
however. He thought if there was to be a va- 
cancy he might as well have the opportunity 
of securing an appointment for a friend 
and accordingly telegraphed Secretary of 
War Daniel S. Lamont and Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Charles 8. Hamlin that 
if there was to be a vacancy in the First As- 
sistant Postmaster-Generalship he would like 
to have the opportunity of suggesting a candi- 
date for the position.

Strikes in Austria, 


Consul-General Max Judd at Vienna, Austria, 
in a report on strikes, says re has been a 
steady increase in the number of strikes in three 
years, but the strikes are less violent than in this 
country, because of quick police action, and 
take more of a politicai character, because of the 
socialist interference. Last year there were 101 
strikes for more wages, seventeen being success- 
ful, forty-three partially so, forty-one failing 
completely. Of twenty strikes against wage re- 
ductions ten were successful.

of Conversation,

Miss Bullard Concoctsa a Dainty Mersel 
with Her Chafing Dish. 

Any boarding housekeeper whose premises 
smelled perennially like the Armour Institute 
kitchen yesterday could run up rates un- 
checked and have a full house from the fold- 
ing bed in the purlor to the band box bedroom 
in the attic.

This is the dish 
whose price staggers one as it looks at him 
from the usual restaurant bill of fare. Its 
cost arises more from the size of the satary 


are deit enough to make it than from the cost 
of the materials employed. Here is the way 
Miss Bullard made it: First catch your lob- 
ster. This is said advisedly, because a live 
lobster is best. Split him down the back 
while he isalive. Boil him. Then put him 
into already boiling water and let him bubble 
away for some twenty minutes, until he is not 
onl¥ dead but done. You need four pounds 
of lobster meat, four eggs (velks only), three 
tablespoontuls of butter, one i pint of 
cream, and a gill of good old sherry, or the 
same amount of brandy and sherry mixed.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL WILL BXTEND 
ITS SUBURBAN SERVICE. 


Better Means of Reaching the City Will 
Be Given South Chicago Branch, Ken- 
sington, Harvey, Homewood, and the 
West Pullmisn and the Rue Islacd 
Branch—Reduction in Kates Will Be 
Made in Siugle Tickets and Twenty-five 
Ride Tickets, i 


Beginning next Monday the express sub- 
urban service of the Illinois Central, hitherte 
operated between Randolph street and Grand 
Crossing, will be extended to South Chicago 
branch, Kensington, Harvey, and Homewood, 
and the West Pullman and Blue Island 
branch, This will be done by extending from 
Sixty-seventh street and Grand Crossing the 
present express trains, so that they will serve 
local intermediate poiats beyond, By this 
arrangement express trains will be run south- 
bound every half hour during the day up to 
the time of return from business in the even- 
ing, when they will be run at ten-minute 
intervals until the business travel ia over, 
serving the businees interests in the morn 
northbound in the same manner—that is, a 
ten-minute intervals—such trains being a 
continuation of service at frequent intervals 
from the South Chicago branch, the main 
line, and the Blue Island branch. During the 
day these express trains will be continued at 
half hour intervals.

WEST SIDE OUTLOOK. 


BASIS ON WHIOH THE BULLS ON THE 
QABLE STOOK STAND. 


Presentation of the Reasons Which Are 
Advanced for Higher Prices of West 
Chicago Street Railresd Stock—Gain 
Which Is Expected from the Electric 
Road Figures Showing Division of 

+ Traffic Between the Cable and Horse Car 

Lines - Dull Steck Market. 

It is interesting to collect the various ar- 
guments used by the interests at work on 
one side or the other of the market for any 
security, and with the idea of presenting 
comprehensively the position of the bulls 
on West Chicago street railroad stock an 
effort has been made to go over that ground 
caretully. There have been collected the 
various points that are made by the people 
who are friendly to the stock, and those 
views are given below. They are presented 
for exactly what they are, and that is 
the arguments of the bulls on the stock, and 
any responsibility other than a fair presen: 
tation of those views is disclaimed. 

The two important factors in the future 


of West Chicago are on one hand the de- 
velopments of its traffic and the reduction 
of its expenses, through the introduction of 
electricity, and the loss of business which 
will result when the Metropolitan railroad 
is in operation on the other. To analyze the 
gain that may be expected through the 
use of electricity as a motive power the busi- 
ness of the company in the past, as divided 
between the horse car lines @nd the cable 
lines should be noted. In 1894 the West Chi- 
cago street railroad company took in from 
its horse car lines a total of $1,926,026, while 
its receipts from the cable lines were 52,216, 
427, making the total receipts $4,142,453. 
The expenses of operating the horse car 
lines aggregated $1,525,808, while the ex- 
penses of operating the cable lines were 
$902,728. This is the first time that the division 
or the business of the year between horse car lines 
and cable lines has been made public, and it there- 
fore offers an interesting opportunity upon which 
to base some estimates of the business which may 
be counted on by the electric lines, 
The west Chicago company now has a total of 
>» es Of track, Of this orty miles are cable 
14% miles horse car lines. The company ex- 
pects by June to have seventy-five miles of the) 
10rse car lines equipped with electricity and in op- 
eration, and will have 100 miles of new electric 
lines in operation early inthe summer. The entire 
mileage of horse car lines is to be equipped with 
electricity as rapidly as it is possible to make the 
change, and it is expected that the work will be 
practically completed within the year. It is of- 
ticially stated that the company sees its way clear 
to completing the entire electric equipment of its 
* without the issuing of any additional secur- 
ties.

It cost to uperate the horse car lines 75 per cent 
of the gross reciepts. Experience has demonstrat- 
ed that an electric road, for the first three or four 
years at least, can readily be operated at 50 per 
cent of the gross receipts. On the other hand, 
experience has also demonstrated that the replac- 
ing of horse cars with the more rapid electric tines 
stimulates and develops trame to a surprising 
degree. In the case of several of the North Chica- 
go lines that development has reached the unex- 

ted figure of fully 100 per cent, and the gain is 
eing maintained at that rate. Taking much more 
conservative figures than that, however, the 
friends of West Side stock say that they think it is 
safe to count on an increase of 50 per cent in the 
traffic of the horse car lines when they are fully 
equipped with electricity. Taking this estimate, 
then, we would have the following showing of re- 
sults, after all the horse car lines are converted 
into electric lines:

The foregoing is what the friends of the W estSide 
believe the company would do if it was not to en- 
counter increased competition. That competition 
however, they look upon as far less formidatle 
than it has been generally regarded by the public, 
They say, admitting there is an average of 50,( 
passengers a day carried by the Metropolitan—an 
admission which they are not by any means ready 
to make—that the traffic would amount gross to 
$12,500. A portion of that traffic will be absolute- 
ly new business created because of the new facili- 
ties, and it would not therefore fair to deduct 
more than two-thirds of that from the West Side 
company’s earnings. That would be a deduction 
of $608,000 against the estimated increase, on ac- 
count of the electric lines, of $1,044,000, leaving 
still a net increase of neafly 3 per cent on the capi- 
tal stock of. the West Side company. The West 
Side bulls. however, are by no means ready to ad- 
mit that the elevated road will carry 50, 000 passep- 

ers a day. 
* An estimate has been made of the available busi- 
ness within the territory covered by the Metropoli- 
tan, based upon the traffic which the street rali- 
way company now does within that territory. It 
is claimed that the West Side company has facil- 
ities for estimating the traffic within that territory 
by means of its detailed statistics of the surface 
road business which are superior to any estimate 
that can possibly be made based merely on popu- 
lation. The deduction which has been made after 
a careful consideration of these statistics leads to 
the estimate that there is not over 45,000 daily 
traffic that it is possible for the Metropolitan to ob- 
tain without further development of the territory. 
It is believed, too, that with electric lines paral- 
leling the Metropolitan within a block on each 
side even that estimate will be 8 cut nito. 

The company will start a number of its electric 
lines as soon as it is warm enough to put on open 
cars. They include the Van Buren street line and 
several others, and the cars will be brought di- 
rect to State street by electricity, coming down 
Lake street. It is believed that when the mer- 
chants in the vicinity of Van Buren street find 
this immense traffic turned north of them they will 
be so anxious to regain it that there will be no op- 

osition to bringing electric lines on to the South 
Bide at other points than on Lake street. 

In regard to the guarantee of the bonds of the 

Chicago Electric Transit company and the Nortn 
Chicago Electric company it is claimed that there 
is no possibility of the West Chicago company be- 
ing called upon to assume any additional charges, 
while on the other hand it will receive great ben- 
efits from these feeders, It is denied, too, that 
there has been any further guarantees than the 
public now has knowledge of. There has been no 
ruarantee of either the stock or the bonds of the 
‘cero and Proviso or the Jefferson and Inter- 
Urban, although the control of both of those com- 
panies lies where they will necessarily be oper- 
ated in perfect harmony with the West Chicago 
system. So far as the traffic of the system at the 
present time is concerned it is showing an increase 
over last year. The traffic in January and Feb- 
ruary was unsatisfactory, but there has been the 
sharpest improvement in March and the outlook 
promises to show a substantial increase for the 
month. 

That is briefly the basis upon which the bulls are 
Pullding their hopes of higher prices. It is not to 
be taken as an analysis of the situation, but mere- 
ly an attempt to collect the arguments which are 
advanced upon one side of the market. 

The local stock market does not catch the spirit 
of the times. With the most distinct improvement 
in the speculative situation in New York, both in 
respect to activity and prices, with a remarkably 
strong demand for bonds both in the East and in 
our home market, with decided improvement in 
the general business situation in the demand for 
money and in the whole temper of commercial 
and industrial affairs, the stock market is stil 
lagging behind. There is no show of public inter- 
est and no appreciation of quotations. The bears 
are no longer active and with the absence of a dis- 
position to sell the market has sunk into complete 
dullness.

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INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


INDEMNITY ASSUMED IN THE OHI- 
OAO DOWN-TOWN DISTRIOT. 


Commissioner Durfee Shows That, While 
the Majority of Campanies Have Been 
Conservattve, Others Have Multiplied 
Risks in Excess of Their ‘Onpital and 
Asta Under writers As<ociation Lim- 
ita Writing of Class 3 br Changing Rules 
Regarding Outlying Insurance. 

The figures secured by Bradford K. Dur- 
fee, Insurance Commisioner for Illinois, on 
the amounts at risk in the congested dis- 


trict of Chicago are interesting not only to 
insurance companies, but to the assured. 
Mr. Durfee asked each company writing in 
Illinois to give him figures of the insurance 
carried in that company on property lying 
between the river on the north, Harrison 
street on the south, the river on the west, 
and the lake on the east. With few excep- 
tions these companies have complied with 
the request. They show that while a major- 
ity of the companies have been conservative 
in the way of multiplying risks in the dis- 
trict, others have written amounts consid- 
erably in excess both of their capital and 
assets. The fire of 1871 swept the entire dis- 
trict Mr. Durfee asked figures qn. 

While another fire of this character is not 
expected, there is always that danger to be 
considered, and the owner of property and 
the holder of insurance policies is naturally 
desirous of knowing how he would fare in 
the event of another sweeping fire. In the 
fire of 1871 a large number of the insurance 
companies failed. The amount of their 
losses in many instances exceeded the en- 
tire assets of the company, and not only 
was the company forced to the wall, but thé 
assured in many instances failed to receive 
ene cent of indemnity. 

There was therefore considerable interest 
taken in the figures Mr. Durfee secured. 
For the most part the companies have been 
conservative, the Aetna, for example, which 
heads the list, and with assets amounting 
to $10,622,046, has at risk only $2,665,111. The 
Continental, with assets of $6,649,908, has at 
risk $1,848,412. 
with assets of $9,102,336, has at risk $2,297,- 
525, which was less than that company lost 
in the fire of 1871, every dollar of which was 
paid. The Queen, with assets of $3,328,256. 
has at risk nearly an equal amount, the fig - 
ures of the latter being $3,004,150. Rutgers 
Fire of New York, with assets of only $330,- 
209, has at risk $456,900. The Union Assur- 
ance of London, according to this report, 
has assets of only $842,116, and has at risk 
$2,157,410, or nearly three times its total as- 
sets. In the mutual companies an even worse 
showing is made than by the stock compa- 
nies. The Illinois Mutual, with assets of 
only $29,105, has at risk in the down-town 
district $783,900, and the Chicago Mutual 
* with assets of $14,650, has at risk 8481. 


Some of the companies,” said one of the 
managers yesterday, should reduce their 
lines in the congested district. Certainly no 
company should have at risk in one square 
mile of territory, which might by chance be 
swept away, more than it could possibly pay 
by giving up its entire capital and surplus 
and selling its office furniture. My own 
company will not write such a great sum in 
any one district. The chances of a sweeping 
fire are, of course, small, but the chance is 
still there, and a company should be at 
least able to pay the amount it has at risk. 


LIMITS WRITING OF CLASS THREE. 


Underwriters’ A«seciation Changes Rules 
in Rega-d te Outlying In:urane. 

The Chicago Underwriters’ Association 
yesterday discussed the commission ques- 
tion in some of its important bearings. Fre- 
quent complaint has been made that com- 
panies appoint agents who write only a few 
policies in the outlying districts, who make 
no pretense of keeping open an office or 
keeping supplied with maps and other infor- 
mation to the conduct of the business. These 
men receive the same commissions that are 
paid to the regular local agents, and numer- 
ous efforts have been made to curtail the 
writing made by this class of agents. A res- 
olution was passed yesterday changing the 
rules and providing that real estate men 
who now come in as members of Class 3, 
which includes the territory outside the old 
city limits, should not be allowed to write 
on down-town property or receive commis- 
sions on the same. It was also resolved 
that members of Class 3 will be compelled 
to have an officd in the district in which 
they write. As it is at present a member of 
Class 3 with down-town offices is allowed to 
write anywhere south of Thirty-ninth 
street, west of Western avenue, and north 
of Fullerton avenue.

A man 
sleeping in a 25-cent house tonight may be 
compelled to iook for a 5-cent be tomorrow 
night.” 

The facts do not seem to sustain Mr. Ken- 
nas statement. For two weeks or more do- 
tectives have been visiting these lodging-houses 
and other resorts on the levee with the result 
that the Republican Campaign committee has 
in its lon several hundred names of 
roustabouts who falsely swore to legal citi- 
zenship on registration day, and who will be 
arrested if they attempt to vote April 2. The 
condition of things 1s so bad that in one pre- 
cinct over 200 suspect notices will be sent 
out this morning. 

An examination of the registry lists dis- 
closes a scheme worked quite freely which 
looks as if there might have been anywhere 
from 150 to 200 repeaters getting ready to 
do business in the interest of Deinocratic 
ticket on eiection day. The lists show a great 
similarity in the dates given as to length of 
residence in the State, county, and precinct 
opposite so many of the names that suspicion 
has been aroused, The charge is made that 
these names and dates, especially the dates, 
were furnished the fellows who did the regis- 
tering by some person or persons, and also 
that they were paid 50 cents apiece. For in- 
stance, if the alleged voter had been in 
the precinct six months, he had lived in the 
county six years, and in the State six years. 
The term of residence in the county and State 
was always the same as to figures in years 
and as to the number of months in the pre- 
cinct. Several registered precinct two 
months, county two years, State two years. A 
number used the figure three. They are wei! 
divided, however, on all the months and years 
from two to six. 

And there is scarcely a foreigner amon g 
them,’’ exclaimed Hinky Dink. They are 
Americans, born in Ohio and Indiana and 
Illinois. Their parents may have been for- 
eigners, but they are Americans.“ 

As a general thing the judges and clerks 
are a much more intelligent and better class 
of men than the First Ward has had for many 
years. Still there seem to be a few excep- 
tions among them. One of the exceptions is 
E. G. Browne, Democratic clerk in the Nine- 
teenth Precinct, who undertook to run the 
verification work tp suit himself and without 
permitting James L. Thompson, the Repub- 
lican clerk, to have any voice in the matter. 
Browne canvassed the precinct Wednesday 
alone and in the evenmg insisted that 
Thompson should turn his book over to hin.

The latter ap- 
pealed to Jacob Sternod, who happened to be 
present, whereupon a fight followed and 
Browne cailed a policeman and had Sternod 
arrested and taken to Harrison Street Sta- 
tion, where the charge of disorderly conduct 
was preferred against him. He soon fur- 
nished bail. He reported the case to the 
Eiection Commissioners. 

The incideat was reported to Hinky’’ and 
Bath-House John at Democratic head- 
quarters by one ot their runners. They left 
immediately to see about it.

BIG RALLY FORSWIFT 


REPUBLICANS OF THE NORTH SIDE 
GATHER IN GREAT FOROE. 


Largest Political Gathering in the History 
of the Twenty-fourth Ward Ratifies the 
Candidates on the Republican City and 
Town Tickets=Mr. Swift Gives a Scath- 
ing Review of Corrupt Democratic Ad- 
ministration and Ite Kleis Era of 
Ba'lot-Box Stuffing at an End. 

What Chairman Willits characterized as the 
biggest political meeting in the history of 
the Twenty-fourth Ward was held at 
North Side Turner Hall last night. 
Every seat in the big hall was occu- 

ied and hundreds stood during the speeches. 

hen Mr. Swift came from the wings upon 
the stage he was cheered again and again, and 
huadreds of hats were enthusiastically thrown 
into the air. When order was finally re- 
stored Mr. Swift said: 

„It is indeed encouraging to a candidate 
to receive such an enthusiastic reception,“ 
He predicted a great outpour of forged state- 
ments and fraudulent notices during the next 
fewdays. He denounced the man who might 
be respansible for issuing false circulars as un- 
worthy to serve as Mayor. It was a mean, 
contemptible trick to stampede a certain 
class on the charge that he was narrow and 


bigoted. 

„Who told them this? Mr. Swift asked, 
‘sand what evidence is there to support it? None. 
You may expect a flood of these scoundrelly 
forged circulars. They are being prepared 
now to be sent forth broadcast. He begged 
his hearersto use their influence with their 
neighbors .to expose the outrageous trickery 
of opponents, who had no arguments and no 
appeals to reason, but who were forced to 
rely wholly upon prejudices—the lowest of all 
human motives, 

Reviews a Rotten Administration. 


Mr. Swift scathingly reviewed the Demo- 
cratic administration. Some fifteen months 
ago he had said from this verv platform there 
was a deficit of $3,000,000 in the 
city’s finances. It was then near 
$4,800,000. The deficit now ex- 
ceeds $6,000,000. Over $1.200.000 in 
judgments had been obtained against the city 
for personal injuries due to defective side- 
walks and the like. There had been $600,- 
000 appropriated to pay judgments which 
had been diverted to other purposes, clearly 
illegal if not criminal. The balance is draw- 
ing interest. There are now 962 cases for 
personal injuries on the court dockets, in 
— damages aggregating $8,500,0Q0 are 
asked. 

Mr. Swift denounced this heavy burden on 
the taxpayers as due wholly to the negligence 
of city employés. In not a single case, he 
added, has a sidewalk inspector been put on 
the stand. Mr. Swift reviewed caustically the 
methods gf the Assessment Bureau, which col- 
lected large sums far in excess of the amount 
demanded. In one instance a friend was as- 
sessed $512 and then given a rebate of 
60 per cent. He believed buginess methods 
should be introduced into special assessments 
to the great relief of taxpayers. 


Criminal Negligence in Street-Cleaning. 


Taking up the question of cleaning streets 
and alleys, Mr. Swift said the people are 
taxed abundantly to do the work if 
it be done honestly. The dirty alleys 
of the city he denounced as criminal 
negligence, for they bring diséase and death. 
When Mr. Swift, replying to the charge that 
his candidacy is one of sentiment, declared 
he was elected fifteen months ago the audi- 
ence again. burst forth in cheers. 

This time,“ he concluded, this honest 
sentiment will sweep away all technicalities 
and place the seal of condemnation upon bal- 
lot-box stuffing and destroyed tally sheets. 

Mr. Willits in taking the chair said a few 
weeks ago the country cried amen when the 
Democratic Congress went out of existence. 
He thought in afew weeks more the City of 
Chicago would cry hallelujah when the Dem- 
ocratic city administration went out. Mr. 
Willits reviewed the wave of municipal re- 
form which has been over the country, and 
predicted it would sweep Chicago’s Tammany 
out of existence. 

Charles G. Neely said the question at issue 
in this campaign is one of good government.

WARNS THE VOTERS. 


ATTORNEY w. s FORREST TELLS HOW 
THE THUGS OPBRATE. 


Advises the Citizens to Look Out for Men 
with Capacious Coat Pockets Who 
Make It a Practice te Hang Around 
Polling Places= Matters Discussed at the 
Civic Federation Meeting=Schoo! Board 
Leases Wili Be Looked Int some Al- 
Dermanic Nominees Are Indorsed. 


The meeting of the Civic Federation at the 
Palmer House lasted until late last night, and 
the actions taken were varied in nature and 
comprehensive in scope. Besides those things 
upon which expressions of indorsement were 
necessary there were a nuinber of reports for 
consideration, Attorney W. S. Forrest told 
how election frauds were committed 
and how good citizens should act in 
defense of their right at the next 
voting. A committee of five was appointed 
to look after the matter of schoo! leases ; 
Prof. Bemis read a report on municipal gas; 
Chairman Van Meter told of the good work of 
the Committee ou Obscene Literature; Mrs. J. 
M. Flower secured an indorsement of the bills 
now before the Legislature looking to the tak- 
ing out of poorhouses of neglected children 
and providing for their welfare, and Mrs. 
Marion Foster Washburne succeeded in get- 
ting the federation to condemn unanimously 
the bill which has for its object the shutting 
out of married women as school teachers in 
Chicago. 

President Gage was in the chair and asked 
Secretary Easley to read a letter from Bayard 
Holmes. Mr. Holmes is the People’s party 
candidate for Mayor, and his acceptance of 
the nomination under the rules of the feder. 
ation necessitated. his sending in his resigna- 
tion. 

Prof. Bemis said that the municipal elec- 
tric light plant was better managed than any 
other municipal branch, barring the Fire De- 
tartment. Its extension so that private con- 
sumers could use the light would result in a 
great cutting down of their bills and in no 
loss to the city. The present gas company, 
he said, deserved little sympathy from the 
people. He said if it would content itself 
with a proper return for its work and the cap- 
ital invested it would save $2,500.000 to the 
people of Uhicago. A part of the agreement 
with the gas peuple was that the city had a 
right to examine its books. 


Condemn the Gas Ordinance. 


A man went to the City Hall recently and 
offered to do the work for 5 per cent of what 
he would save the city. The offer, Prof. Be. 
mis said, was refused. He condemned the 
Ogden gas ordinance and said that in future 
no franchise should be granted which pro- 
vided fora greater limit of private owner- 
ship than twenty years. There was no per- 
manent solution until municipal ownership 
came, 

Attorney W. S. Forrest told of the work of 
prosecution of election law offenders. He 
said that 100 cases were presented, but it was 
necessary from out of the great number to 
select the most typical cases. 

„We could pay no attention, he said, 
“to such simple things as voting twice or 
knocking down a man who tried to exercise 
his right to vote. The direction of the election 
frauds was in the hands of men who knew the 
weaknesses of the Australian law and used 
their knowledge to defeat the objects of the 
law. We selected cases from the Eleventh, 
Twenty-ninth, and Thirty-fourth Wards. In 
the last of these wards there were three con- 
spiracies, all atrictly non-partisan. The work- 
ers of both great parties conspired together to 
see that certain candidates got an increased 
vote. There are many schemes to work fraud. 
The substitution of ballots previously marked 
for that which the voter intends to cast was 
one of the most common, Watch the man 
with the big overcoat and capacious pockets 
carefully. See to it that your ballot goes in 
and not one which he takes from his pocket. 

In some precincts of the Twenty-ninth 
Ward the screens over the booths were care- 
lessly hung and men looked in and saw how 
the voter marked his ballot; Then there was 
a wink to the man at the ballot-box and he 
knew whether he had to substitute a vote or 
not, the substitution depending on whether 
the vote was marked to his liking or not. The 
‘dead line,’ of which much has been , written, 
shut out voters by the score in West Pullman. 

Get men of vigilance to go to the polls an 
hour before it opens to stay there until after 
the count is made, men Who will stand up for 
their rights and cannot be intimidated. Let 
them see that the box is empty when the vot- 
ing begins and in all ways look out for 
fraud. 

James Rosenthal, a former member of the 
Board of Education, introduced a resolution 
asking hat the Civic Federation investigate 
the action of the Board of Education at the 
last meeting in approving leases with J. M. 
Smyth and the Daily News company for school 
property on the basis of a certain valuation 
which, it was said, was too low. the proposi- 
tion of Mr. Rosenthal created a great deal of 
discussion. Ex-Judge L. C. Collins said the 
Civic Federation would yet the name of be- 
ing a busybody nosing into things without 
rhyme or reason. How do we know 
that the Board. of Education has done 
anything wrong?’ he said. It will bea 
gratuitous bit of impertinence to investigate 
the board and we will write ourselves down a 
parcel of idiots.” 

Messrs. Rosenthal, Bramhall, and Taylor 
came to the defense of the resolution. It was 
said thatthe school fund was inadequate for 
the employment of good teachers and that 
scholars were not as well taught as in the 
East, beeause money that belonged to the 
people was not forthcoming because the 
board made leases at terms which private 
landlords would not think of for a moment. 

President Gage said that the word investi- 
gate was too strong, that all the federation 
wanted was to find out whether there was 
anything which needed investigation. 

There was much talk over the matter and 
finally the resolution was changed to read as 
fvllows: 

Whereas, The matter of the granting of school 
leases is of much interest to the people; be it 

Resolved, That a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to inquire into the matter. 

This was carried unanimously. The com- 
mittee will be appointed by President Gage 
in a few days. 

Azel F. Hatch spoke briefly on the subject 
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of the new libel law pending in the Legisla- 
ture.

Tue Torrens land bill has been so amended 
in the Senate as to provide that it shall not 
apply to any county of the first and second 
class, which means all the counties except 
Cook, until it has been submitted to a vote of 
the people at a general election of county offi- 
cers, its submission to be petitioned for by 
one-fifth of the number of voters. This is the 
excess of caution, for if the bill were to pass 
unamended no owner of reai estate in one of 
those counties would or could be forced to 
avail himself of it. The measure is purely an 
optional one for each individual. Hut since 
the amendment does not apply to this county 
no harm is done by it. It is not likely that 
real estate owners in other counties would 
register their lands under this bill if they 
could. They know nothing of the difficulty 
and expense of transferring property in this 
county, and are satisfied with their present 
methods, Now that the bill has been modified 
so that it cannot affect any other county than 
this it ought to receive a unanimous vote, 
Then if the owners of lots and Jands in Cook 
see fit to register their property they can do 
so, There is no reason why any member of 
the Legislature should deny them that 
privilege. 


RACING IN THE STATE SENATE, 
Yesterday the Senate passed by a vote of 
28 yeas the gambiers’ bill. This allows races 
to be run for three months at each of the 
tracks near this city and permits pools to be 
sold not merely on the races run there but on 
those run in other parts of the country. Fol.

It will be seen that eleven of them are from 
this county, which they have misrepresented 
grossly. 

This permission to sell foreign books is the 
most offensive feature of a peculiarly offen- 
sive bill. For it is in connection with these 
books that the greatest frauds are perpetrated 
and the largest number of fools plucked. 
When a man bets his money on a horse which 
is running before his eyes he can see for him- 
self how the horse he puts his money on 
comes out, Generally he loses his money, but 
he will have the pleasure of seeing how he 
lost it. When a man buys pools on races be- 
ing run at Washington or Nashville he sees 
neither races nor horses. He has gone into a 
blind pool and has put himself utterly in the 
hands of the bookmaker. The latter gets tie 
first news of the result of a race. He can if 
he chooses, and he often does choose, take a 
bet on a horse which has already run and 
lost. 

The foreign book business ig an out-and-out 
unmitigated swindle. It is a form of gam- 
bling where the bettor has next to no show 
for his muney. And yeta majority of the 
members of the Senate have declared that 
they have no objection to this nefarious busi- 
ness being carried on for six months in the 
year in the outskirts of this city. Nominally 
this is for the benefit gf the farmers and of 
county fair associations and to encourage 
speed in horses. Actually it is to put money 
in the pockets of a pack of gamblers. 

After having passed this disreputabie meas- 
ure the Senate ordered to a third reading 
Senator Aspinwall’s bill, which is designed to 
meet the wishes of the farmers and not of the 
gamblers. It does not allow foreign books 
to be sold under any circumstances, and pro- 
vides effective penalties in the event of a vio- 
lation of the law. It permits races to be run

It is said that perhaps the Senate will pass 
the Aspinwall bill next week and send it to 
the House, leaving that body to decide be- 
tween the two measures. This will be small 
atonement for the infamous action of the 
Senate, presumbly induced by the peculiar 
arguments addressed to it. 

The Senate has passed, with due delibera- 
tion, a bill for the depravation of morals and 
the encouragement of gambling in this city. 
It did this the day after it had a spasm of vir- 
ture and passed a civil service reform bill. 
Probably if the gamblers had asked for more 
the Senate would have given more, If they 
had asked for permission to run faro banks 
and whirl roulette wheels at Harlem and Haw- 
thorne from April to November the Senate 
would have said certainly, for the purpose 
¶ improving the breed of horses. 

It is devoutly to be hoped that the House 
will have more decency than the Senate and 
will kill this odious measure. Possibly the 
‘peculiar arguments which have controlled 
the action of the Senate will not be effective 
there. 


THE TRANSLATION OF SPRINGER. 

Room has been found in the Erring States- 
men’s Home for another of the eminent 
Democrats who fell by the wayside last No- 
vember. Mr. Springer of Sangamon, whose 
constituents decided that he had served them 
too long, has been appointed to one of the new 
Judgeships in the Indian Territory. It has 
been taken for granted that Mr. Cleveland 
would dosomethmg fora man who had al- 
ways been faithful to him, and he has not 
allowed Mr. Springer to be out cf office more 
than three weeks. 

This it fortunate for Mr. Springer, for he is 
a poor man. He has not been one of the Con 
gressmen who make money. He had nota 
cent more at the close of his many years of 
service than he had at the beginning. This is 
very good evidence—if evidence were needed— 
that Mr. Springer has been in no jobbery and 
has kept his hands clean. He leaves Congress 
with a record he has no cause to be ashamed 
of. 

Whether he will succeed in his new field of 
labor is a question. There is much lawless- 
ness in the Indian Territory, and two new 
Judgeships were created for the purpose of 
curbing it. Mr. Springer has shown that he 
has a good deal of versatility. He can dash 
off a tariff bill or a currency bill, or a bill on 
any subject under the heavens. He can intro- 
duce a currency bill one day and defend it as 
the best possible measure. He can bring in a 
very different one the next day and defend 
that; But will he be able to stamp out horse- 
stealing, train-robbing, and the othor sports 
and pastimes of the Indian Territory? 

The other appointee, Kilgore of Texas, is a 
fighter. He took part in the war as a soldier 
while Mr. Springer served as a correspond- 
ent. Kilgore also kicked a hole in a door 
during Mr. Reed’s Speakership. He will take 
two desperadoes by the collar and knock their 
heads together. Mr. Springer has been a man 
of peace and might not like to do that. He 
has more faith in Blackstone than in a 
breech-loader, in the Revised Statutes than in 
the revolver,

OUB DIPLOMATIC OUTLOOK. 

Secretary Gresham has his hands more than 
full, if all reports are correct. He is not only 
engaged in demanding apologies from Spain 
and in requesting assurances from Great 
Britain as to its intentions in Venezuela and 
Nicaragua, but he hes further requested or is 
about to request, it is stated, that the 
Hawaiian, the Spanish, and the Italian Minis- 
ters shall be recalled by their respective gov- 
eruments. 

So fat as the recall of he Ministers is con- 
cerned that is a matter of little import. It 
is well enough known that both the President 
and Secretary of State are violently prejudieed 
against Mr. Thurston as they will be against 
his suceessor whoever he may be. So far as 
Baron Fava is concerned his action in com- 
municating with the Governor of Colorado 
in the matter of the Walsenburg lynchings be- 
fore he had addressed himself to the State 
Department is one of those technical viola- 
tion of etiquet for which the Italian Minister 
inay havea satisfactory explanation. As to 
the Spanish Minister, he has unquestionably 
acted in aninsolent and contemptuous man- 
ner and his reputation is not so well estab- 
lished as to make his loss from Washington 
society, diplomatic or otherwise, a calamity. 

As to the relations with Great Britain and 
Spain, which are just now seriously strained, 
the situation is something more than inter- 
esting. Important principles are involved, 
and either this country must make a firm 
stand for its traditional policy or recede from 
it at the cost of national humiliation. In the 
Spanish affair Secretary Gresham has acted 
with a promptness and vigor which will com- 
mend him to al! Americans. He has de- 
manded an apology for the insolence of the 
Spanish crusier in firing upon one of our 
mail steamers, and has further demanded 
that there shall be no repetition of this out- 
rage. He has intimated that if this repara- 
tion is not made serious consequences will 
ensue. As Spain is the weaker nation and be- 
sides just now,is disturbed with domestic 
troubles of a serious kind there need be no 
doubt that the proper apologies will be made, 
and that it will not be necessary for some 
time to come to remind her of those de- 
linquencies which have so frequently char- 
acterized her relations to the United States. 

Great Britain is a stronger nation and the 
adjustment of our relations with her will pro- 
ceed on slower lines, though there is no rea- 
son for withholding a vigorous statement of 
our policy to John Bull, if the facts justify it. 
It is not yet clear what is involved in the 
Nicaragua incident. It is not absolutely cer- 
tain that there was any incident at all. Ji, 
as is stated, however, Great Britain has de- 
manded the payment of an indemnity for in- 
dignities suffered by a British official at the 
hands of a Nicaraguan it is not easy to see any 
reason in this for the application of the prin- 
ciples of the Monroe doctrine. If, on the 
other hand, it shal! be established that Hatch 
was not a British official at all, but an ad- 
venturer who had been engaged, in a treason- 
able conspiracy, and it further 10 can be es- 
tablished that Great Britain is taking this 
course to get a foothold there, then the Mon- 
roe doctrine, in either case, applies. When 
it comes to Venezuela, the spoliation is more 
apparent and more aggravated. It is an at- 
tempt to add 60,000 square miies of Vene- 
zuela to British Guiana territory and to con- 
trol the navigation of the Orinoco River. The 
United States cannot look complacently at 
such an absorption of Venezuelan territory. 
It is likely in both the Nicaragua and the 
Venezuela case that there will be a prolonged 
diplomatic palaver, but there should be no 
doubt about the position of the United States. 
All our vigor must not be squandered upon a 
weak little nation like Spain, It is time fora 
display of the James G. Blaine kind of Amer- 
icanism. Itistime that European govern- 
ments should urderstand the United States is 
keenly sensitive whenever any outrage is at- 
tempted upon any American country.

THE DEMOCRATIC OX IS GORED NOW. 

For very many years the Democratic party 
in the Northern cities has recruited its ranks 
by means of the naturalization of aliens, It 
may be said to have gained six votes in that 
quarter where the Republicans have gained 
one. This field has been so valuable that the 
Democrats have cultivated it industriously. 
They have had well organized naturalization 
bureaus, and before every election they have 
raked and scraped the highways and the by- 
ways and have brought into court thousands 
who were entitled to their final papers and 
thousands who were not. When complaints 
were made of me loose methods of natural- 
ization and of the frauds connected with them 
the Democrats said they saw no reason for 
making a change, for the system suited them 
admirably. 

Just now, however, they seem to think a re- 
form would be desirable. That is because 
their opponents are doing the most of the 
naturalizing. It is not surprising that this 
should be the case. The events of the last two 
years have had a wonderful effect on the 
minds of the foreigners who came here about 
1890. They remember the high wages and 
the good times of 1890.91.92. They are 
well aware of the fall in wages and the lack of 
employment of the succeeding years. They 
cannot help seeing that the Republicans were 
in power during the faf years and the Demo- 
crates during the lean ones. If they had taxen 
out their papers during the first period they 
would have voted the Democratic ticket, for 
that party was promising better times. Whén 
they take their papers out now it is with the 
intention of voting for Republican candidates. 
They begin to understand that Democratic 
success means the lowering of their wages 
still more till they are no better than those in 
the countries whence they came. 

Observing this preponderance of Republican 
naturalizations, but unwilling to state the cause 
of it, a local Democratic paper is moved to 
say:

The 
recent New York Constitutional convention, 
which was controlled by the Republicans, sub- 
mitted an amendment requiring naturaliza- 
tion papers to be taken out at least two 
months before an. election. The Tammany 
Democrats opposea it of course, but it was 
ratified, A Republican member of the Leg- 
islature has just introduced a bill re- 
quirmg aliens who’ apply for naturalization 
papers to swear that they are paying the fees 
out of their own pockets end do not expect 
those fees to be refunded to them. The ob- 
ject is to prevent the wholesale naturalization 
of aliens by party committees. 

The naturalization business has been car- 
ried on after a scandalous fashion for a long 
time. It would be an excellent idea to put 
an end to its abuses, not because Democrats, 
newly converted to reform, ask for it, but be- 
eause it would be right in itself. The high 
privilege of American citizenship should not 
be conferred in the reckless, lawless manner 
customary for so long.

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THE DOUBLE TAXATION OF DEBTORS. 

The robber revenue bill now before the 
Legislature contemplates the assessment at 
its fair cash value and the taxation of not 
merely tangible property, but of those evi- 
dences of indebtedness which show that the 
possessor and user of the property owes some- 
thing on account of it. The listing of tangi- 
ble property even ata full cash value would 
not furnish revenue enough to appease the 
voracity of the tax-eaters. Therefore they 
propose to tax a great deal of that property 
twice and violate the long-established princi- 
pies of the uniformity and equality of taxa- 
tion about as recklessly as Turkish officials 
do. : 

The sufferers by this system of double tax- 
ation would not be the holders of these evi- 
denc3s of indebtedness so much as those who 
are liable for their payment. The additional 
taxes would be thrown inevitably on the buy- 
ers or the borrowers, Creditors who had al- 
ready parted with their property and had 
taken notes or due bills for it would be 
stuck unless they had time enough between 
the date of the passage of the law and the 
date when assessments were made under it 
to protect themselves. That period would be 
six months at least, and during that half year 
short-time evidences of indebtedness would 
have been paid off and the sellers of property 
would protect themselves so far as the new 
ones were concerned. 

No old notes would be renewed and no new 
ones would be made ‘unless the debtor con- 
sented to an advance in the interest rate 
equal to ora little in excess of the tax the 
creditor would be called on to pay on prop- 
erty which had gone out of his hands into 
that of the buyer or borrower. Therefore, 
while the Collector would get more money for 
the maintenance of the non-producing of- 
ficial classes, or drones, that additional sum 
would be paid by those who pay one set of 
taxes already. 

It is easy to see how the scheme of ‘the tax- 
eaters would work out in certain specified 
cases. For instance, 90 or 95 per cent of the 
current commercial bank deposits draw no 
interest. It is proposed that a full return 
shall be made of all these deposits to the 
County Assessor, who is to take the place of 
the Town Assessors. The inevitable effect 
will be that the depositor and the bank will 
get into a dispute as to who shall pay the 
taxes on the idle money which is in the hands 
of the latter, ’ 

If the result is that the banks have to pay 
then they will recoup themselves by charging 
borrowers higher interest, and thus the tax 
will be thrown on their customers, But an 
advance in the rate of interest would be prej- 
udicial to every business interest in the city. 
It would add to the cost of carrying on busi- 
ness and would work for the benefit of rival 
communities. If on the other hand it is de- 
cided that the depositor must pay he will 
withdraw his money, lock it up, and snap his 
fingers at the assessor, or instead of investing 
his money here he will send it elsewhere for 
investment. That will work to the detriment 
of this city and the benefit of others. The 
contemplated legislation is therefore directly 
inimical to the interests of this city, though 
it might be a bonanza for slum politicians. 

Take another instance. The workings of 
this confiscatory revenue bill would be disas- 
trous for merchants, both wholesale and re- 
tall. The bill proposes that wholesale mer- 
chants, manufacturers who sell their goods 
and wares to retail dealers all over the State, 
and agricultural implement makers who sell 
to farmers shall be taxed severely on their 
property after it has left their hands, they 
holding only written promises of payment in 
the form of long or short time notes. At the 
same time the purchasers scattered over the 
State who have these goods, wares, and im- 
plements in their possession will be assessed 
and taxed on their full value. Thus a reaper 
or a mower bought entirely on credit will be 
taxed twice—in the name of equality and un- 
iformity. Now, can such an outrage be de- 
fended? 

The numerically larger class of retail deal- 
ers who sell their goods to consumers on 


be taxed on their book accounts and due bills, 
while the goods those evidences of indebted- 
ness represent are no longer in their keeping 
or ownership. 

At the very lowest calculation the wholesale 
dealers will be called on to pay taxesona 
hundred million dollars’ worth of goods sold 
and parted with, which goods will be assessed 
by the County Assessors of other counties and 
taxes will be paid on them by the buyer as 
well as by the seller. The inexcusable injus- 
tice of such a system of taxation must be ap- 
parent to every one except the tax-eaters who 
hope to profit by it. 

This system of taxation places merchants 
and manufacturers in a frightful predica- 
ment. If they pay State, couaty, city, and 
all other municipal taxes on a hundred mill- 
ion of dollars then their profits will be so cut 
into that only the strongest of them can sur- 
vive. In most cases the extra tax will leave 
them with no profits. But if they seek to 
throw off the tax on the retailer, then that 
will be equivalent to making him pay more 
for goods, and unless he caa collect the tax 
from the consumer he will make no profits. 

Consequently, wherever possible retailers 
will cease buying from Chicago merchants 
and Illinois manufacturers, If a farmer 
finds he has to pay two taxes on a harvester 
when he buys it from an Illinois manufact- 
urer, but only one when he buys from a man- 
ufacturer in some other State where double 
taxation is unknown, he will give the latter 
the preference. Thus the commercial and 
manufacturing interests of the State will be 
dealt a serious blow for the purpose of rais-

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EMPEROR MUTSUHITO 


A RULER OF MEN UNEQUALED FOR 
VALOR AND SAGAOITY. 


Under His Beneficent Reign Japan Has 
Accomplished Marvels in Her R«pid 
Procress Toward a Higher Civilization 
= The Greatest Transformation That 
Has Ever Taken Place in So Short a 
Time«No Other Living Ruler Was Such 
a Record of Great Things Done. 


For valor and sagacity the Emperor of 
Japan has won distinction and renown this 
year. A sovereign of whom but little was 
known by the world at the opening of the 
year, stands in the front rank of mankind's 
rulers at the end of it. Any one who runs 
over the list of living monarchs, marking 
the character and career of each of them, is 
likely to be led to believe that the foremost 
one among them all is Mutsuhito, the Mika- 
do of Japan, says the New York Sun. Look 
at his titles to fame, recall his life and work, 
and then think of those of any of the others, 
or of all of them. Under his rule the great- 
est and most marvelous transformation 
that ever took place within a short time in 
any nation of the world has been brought 
about. During his reign of twenty-eight 
years and under his guidance Japan has 
cast off the feudalism’ which had existed 
there from time immemorial, has changed 
its political system from that of absolutest 
imperialism to one of parliamentary govern- 
ment under the crown, has reorganized its 
ancient social system, has adopted all the 
arts and industries of civilization, has be- 
come the first military power of the Ori- 
ental world, has developed its old resources 
and created new ones, has enlarged its com- 
merce in such a measure as to alarm its 
Western competitors, and has established 
for itself a high name among the leading 
powers of the earth. These are of the 
things which have adorned the history of 
Japan since the Emperor Mutsuhito as- 
eended the throne of his ancestors in Febru- 
ary, 1867, when he was in the fifteenth year 
of his life. 

The record is one without a parallel in our 
age, if it ever had a parallel. There is nota 
doubt that the Emperor has been the lead- 
ing spirit as well as the master of the gov- 
ernment during all the period of reconstruc- 
tion. Heit was who, under his own absolute 
authority, and soon after he assumed the 
crown, and when not yet 20 years of age, is- 
sued that revolutionary decree by which a 
large proportion of his subjects were re- 
lieved from disabilities old as his dynasty, 
and raised to the dignity of citizens of the 
empire. He it was who soon afterward is- 
sued the decree for the entire suppression of 
the feudal system, which had been rooted 
and grounded in his country. He also, six 
years ago, voluntarily divested himself of a 
part of his own powers, granted a liberal 
constitution, and created a Parliament of 
two Houses, which has the right to enact 
measures of legislation, subject to the veto 
ef the crown, and which within recent years 
has repeatedly exercised a measure of inde- 
pendence not often surpassed by the Con- 
gress of the United States. Praise be to the 


enlightened Mikado, a title which, in his 


case, worthily illustrates its original mean- 
ing. The Honorable Gate.“ Such a gate is 
Mutsuhito. 

No other living ruler than the Emperor of 
Japan has a record like his, a record of great 
things sccomplishel, 4 record of preg: ess 
and of victory. More than the reign of 
Augustus was to Rome, more than was that 
of Alfred or the Conqueror to England, or 
that of Gustavus Adolphus to Sweden, or 
that of Peter the Great to Russia, or that 
of Napoleon to France, or that of Victor 
Emmanuel to Italy, or that of William I. to 
Germany, more than the Presidency of Lin- 
coln was to our own country, has been the 
reign of Mutsuhito to Japan. 


HOW THE GENTRY DINE IN PALESTINE. 


No Dining-Room Furniture—Fingers Used 
as Forks. 

A very large circular tray of tinned cop- 
per, placed on a coarse wooden stool about a 
foot high, servedasatable. In the center 
of this stood another big tray, with a mount- 
ain of pilaff, composed of rice boiled and 
‘buttered, with small pieces of meat strewn 
This was the chief 
dish, but there were other smaller dishes, 
both meat and vegetable. Ten persons sat 
round the table, or rather squatted on the 
carpet with their knees close to their 
bodies. Each had before him a plate of 
tinned copper and a wooden spoon, which 
some used without the plate. Most, how- 
ever, preferred to use the fingers of the left 
hand, several dipping their hands together 
into the dish, as the disciples did at the Last 
Supper. As soon as any one had finished he 
rose and went into another room, to have 
water poured over his hands to wagh them, 
and the vacant place at the table was in- 
stantly filled by a newcomer. The bread, I 
may say, was laid on the mat under the tray, 
so as to be easily reached; and a jar of 
water, the only beverage used during the 
meal, stood within reach. Besides rite, 
stews of beans or cracked wheat, with thick 
soup or sauce poured over them in the great 
central bowl, are alsoin fashion. Spoons, 
though sometimes provided, are often want- 
ing—pieces of thin bread, deubled, serving 
instead. Knives and forks are unknown; 
and as there is no special dining-room there 
is no furniture suited for one. Hence tables 
and chairs are never seen. The meat being 
always cut up into small pieces, there is no 
need for a knife, and chickens can easily be 
torn asunder with the hands. So far, in- 
deed, are Orientals from thinking it strange 
to dip their fingers into a common dish, that 
it is a special act of politeness te grope in it 
for the visitor, and lay nice morsels before 
him, or even to insist on putting them into 
his mouth.—Current Literature.

THEIR PLAN FOR HAWAII ANNEXATION. 


Prominent Royalists Said to Have Formed 
a Club with thi« Aim, 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 21.+Late 
press advices received here fronr Hawaii say 
Charles B. Wilson, confidential adviser of the 
ex-Queen, John Colbern, one of her cabinet 
at the time she was deposed, Antoni Rosa, 
Attorney-General under the King, and John 
Richardeon, formerly on the Queen's staff— 
all of them prominent royalists — have 
taken part in forming an Annexation club 
among the native Hawaiians. This is re- 
garded as a declaration among the chief 
royalists that the monarchy is dead for all 
time. Ata recent meeting in Honolulu these 
prominent royalists took part in forming a 
constitution and articles of belief, These 
state: 

First—We believe that the republican form of 
government has come to stay in these islands. 

Second—We believe every person should assist 
the government in the carrying out of its policy 
of political annexation of these islands to the 
United States. 

The third article declares that the present 
Dole Government secures liberty, security, 
free speech and free press, restriction of 
Asiatic emigration, and cable communication. 
The constitution restricts members of the 
new organization to natives or those having 
Hawaiian blood or foreigners who have mar- 
ried in Hawaii.

HIS HANDS ARE FULL. 


SEORETARY GRESHAM IS NOT BAV- 
ING AN EASY TIME OF IT. 


President Cleveland and Hig Premier 
Hold Many Conferences Daily, and the 
Affairs with Great Britain, Spain, and 
Hawall Are Taking Up Much Time 10 
White House Couferen¢ges=Lion’s Ulti- 
Matum to Nicaragan Said to Have Been 
Softened=—Stewart’s Bitter Sarcasm. 

Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Gresham and President Cleveland 
are holding almost hourly conferences now- 
adays, and it is a common sight to see the 
Premier making for the White House with a 
big bundie of papers ip his hands and in- 
portant telegrams concealed about his per- 
son. Foreign affairs have become exceed- 
ingly complicated, and there are three or four 
sets of negotiations, each of which is giving 
the administration cause for many anxious 
conferences. 

It appears beyond dispute that the British 
Minister has softened the terms of the ulti- 
matum to Nicaragua, as least so far as the 
question of the make-up of the arbitration 
commission is concerned. Great Britain has

been definitely asked to show its hand in the 
matter. The Nicaraguan representatives here 
persist in the statement that Hatch, the al- 
leged British Proconsul, never had any 
official recognition, and they assert that En- 
gland has seized on his expulsion as the first 
step toward reasserting the right of protec- 
torate over the Mosquito territory. 

The Nicaragua Canal was not at all an ad- 
ministration measure, but the President is 
fully determined to uphold the provisions of 
the ‘Clayton-Bulwer treaty, which keeps the 
isthmus clear of foreign protectorates. 

There is no doubt of the fact that the Pres- 
ident considers the Nicaraguan matter the 
most important of the foreign complications 
which seem to have arisen, because of the 
fact that Great Britain seems to be paving the 
way for the acquisition of territory to which 
it does not even assert a claim. 

: Feelings to Be Soothed, 
In the Venezuela matter England is pursu- 


ing much the same policy, but in this case it 


is a question of boundary lines, the acquisi- 
tion of territory being hidden under a pre- 
sumptive claim of long standing. The ad- 
ministration is chiefly concerned in endeavor. 
ing to soothe the wounded feelings of France, 
Germany, and Belgium. so those nations shall 
not incidentally assist Great Britain by har- 
assing Venezuela at the time the South 
American republic is endeavoring to escape 
from British clutches. 

Meanwhile, the administration is ina hole 
about the Allianca affair. Minister Muruaga 
has been appealed to in vain. Hie says it is 
impossible to receive an answer from Spain 
until the new Cabinet is ready for business. 
While the home government is in possession 
of the facts, no one but the Foreign Minister 
can reply officially to the United States. This 
is especially annoying to the administration, 
for the President and Secretary Gresham 
were delighted at the popular approval of 
their firm stand, and hoped to close the inci- 
dent promptly. The Cabinet crisis has sup- 
plied the crafty Spaniards with a good excuse 
for delay, and this will be improved to the 
utmost. 

The Allianca affair still hangs fire, but the 
credit accruing to the administration has been 
sadly interfered with by the treatment of 
Minister Thurston, It has been charged that 
he allowed to be printed some unimportant 
news from Hawaii, which wasin no sense a 
diplomatic secret, whereas it is a notorious 
fact the dispatch of Secretary Gresham to 
Minister Taylor demanding an apology from 
Spain was printed in the press dispatches in 
this country before it was presented to Spain. 
This is said to be the thing which has saved 
the neck of Minister Muruaga. F 


Muruaga Will Leava. 

The administration had prescribed for him 
a dose of the same medicine administered to 
Minister Thurston. He was unquestionably 
guilty of having criticised the administration, 
and Secretary Gresham in particular, in the 
most flagrant mauner and in half a dozen in- 
terviews. Officially, he will leave of his own 
motion, because otherwise he would throw 
the telegram to Taylorin the face of the ad- 
ministration. But he will go before long 
just the same. 

Meanwhile President Cleveland is said to 
be making things warm in the neighborhood 
of certain prominent officials of the State De- 
partment, and they have been scurrying about 
to present a clean bill of health. 

Navy officials are congratulating themselves 
on the prospect of active work in the near 
future, for watching specific countries for 
specific purposes is the next thing to a brush 
with a realenemy. There is trouble all the 
way from Yucatan to Orinoco, and the ships 
are being quietly concentrated to be in the 
best position to make tracks in any direction. 
Admiral Meade’s squadron has left San 
Domingo for Port au Prince, where it will be 
joined by the Columbia, with Assistant Sec- 

retary McAdoo, aboard to direct matters in 
person. Port au Prince, at the westward end 
of the island, is a good starting point for 
Cuba, Venezuela, Nicaragua, or Guatemala 
should the quarrel between that country and 
Mexico developat present. Ships are already 
stationed at each side of the isthmus and 
naval officers are ready for a demonstration 
in force anywhere on the borders of the Car- 
ibbean Sea, with possibilities on the Pacific 
coast as far down as Peru. 

Meanwhile the diplomats are full of specu- 
lations as to the outcome, and instead of dis- 
cussing their favorite topic of coming ward in 
Europe are predicting that something will 
happen on these shores before many days. 
There is no doubt of the fact that the situa- 
tion is serious, for there dre possibilities of a 
clash at any time between the United States, 
Great Britain, Spain, France, Germany, Bel- 
gium, Venezuela, Colombia, Nicaragua, Gua- 
temala, and Mexico, and itis no wonder that 
Secretary Gresham, though fresh from a sick 
bed, is working morning, noon, and night at 
his rooms in the Arlington, in his office at the 
State Department, and in the Cabinet-room 
at the White House,

NICARAGUA IS FREE TO MINISTERS, 


if the Rev Mr. Tully Is Barred It Is Be- 
cause of Personal Grounds, 

Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special. ]— 
Inquiry at the Nicaraguan Legation elicits 
the information that there is no decree pro- 
hibiting the admission of ministers of the 
gospel or religious teachers into that country. 
On the contrary, under the latest constitution 
adopted there is as absolute freedom, so far 
as religion may be concerned, as there is in 
the United States. If Mr. Tully or any other 
missionary has been prevented from entering 
Nicaragua it is because he has made himself 
personally objectionable to the people there. 
But the government does not attempt to re- 
strict religious teachings to any particular 
sect or form of worship, Mohammedans, 
Jews, and Gentiles are as absolutely safe 
from persecution as they would be in any 
other civilized country in the world,

London, March 21.—The following semi- 
official statement was obtained tonight in re- 
gard to the trouble between Great Britain and 
Nicaragua: Gen. Barrios, the Nicaraguan

The statement that Great Britain stipulated 
that no citizen of the United States should be 
a member of the commission mentioned is 
inaccurate. It is the opinion in diplomatic 
circles here that the demands of Great Brit- 
ain are exceptionally small, and the aggrava- 
tion warranted even severer measures, 


PRESIDENT OF PERU GIVES IT ALL UP. 


He Resigns and a Provisional Govern- 
ment Is in Power—News of the Fight. | 
Buenos Ayres, March 21.—Advises from 

Peru are to the effect that President Caceres 
has resigned and that the provisional govern- 
ment formed after the conclusion of the 
armistice between the government and the 
insurgents, which preceded Gen. Caceres’ 
resignation, consists of representatives of 
both the belligerents. The provisional gov- 
ernment will issue a decree ordering the 
holding of new elections. 

London, March 22.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Lima says the loss in killed and 
wounded on both sides in the fighting about 
the capital was 2,000. No foreigners were 
killed. The city is now quiet. 

Washington, D. C., March 21.—A dispatch 
was received here tonight by Secretary 
Gresham from Minister McKenzie in Peru 
in reference to the recent revolution there.

According to Mr. McKenzie there was bitter 
and sustained fighting in and around Lima 
for three days. At the end of this time there 
were over 1,000 bodies lying unburied in the 
streets, and both sides were exhausted. An 
armistice was agreed upon to permit the dead 
to be buried and the wounded cared for. 
After this was finished negotiations were still 
continued, and finally an agreement of some 
sort was reached by the leaders of the con- 
tending factions.

BARON GRIP CAUSES A HITCH TO BE MADE 


Sweden and Norway’s Representative in 
the Venezuela Case Is Behind. 

Washington, D. C., March 21.—[Special. ]— 

There is a hitch in the proceedings which 


have been in progress before the Venezuela 


Claims Commission, caused by the attitude of 
Baron Grip, the third Commissioner, who 
represents Sweden and Norway. According 
to the treaty stipulations between the United 
States and Venezuela on the subject argu- 
ment on both sides closed yesterday and an 
opinion should have been delivered March 
28. But Baron Grip steps up now and says the 
time is insufficient and he wants both coun- 
tries interested to agree to an extension, 
so that he can prepare his views prop- 
erly. Inasmuch as this treaty was par- 
ticipated in by the Senate of the United 
States it does not appear likely the consent 
of the Commissioners on the part of the 
United States and Venezuela respectively can 
be sufficient to change existing law. At pres- 
ent the case before the commission is 
the cause of a controversy growing out of the 
forcible detention and seizure by thé Vene- 
zuelan Government of vessels belonging to an 
American transportation company. One of 
the main points at issue relates to the respon- 
sibility for the seizure, whether it was done 
by the revolutionary or the established gov- 
ernment of Venezuela, Itis the contention 
of the transportation company that the gov- 
ernments of the two countries aro responsible 
for the loss of the business of the steamship’ 
company and should pay damages accord- 
ingly. Among diplomats there is an impres- 
sion that the transportation company has the 
longest end of the pole and the case should be 
decided in its favor. |

FIGHTING MEAT INSPECTION BILL. 


Minnesota Legislature Considers the Meas- 
ure- In Other States, 

St. Paul, Minn., March 21.— [Special. — 
Firms shipping meat into St, Paul are mak- 
ing a determined fight against the meat in- 
spection bill now before the Legislature. It 
is intended to apply to cities ha vmg a popu- 
lation of 30,000 or more. It follows the 
usual lines of aiming to prevent the sale of 
meat unfit for food by making a clearance 
certificate necessary showing that the carcass 
or cut has been properly inspected. It is 
with the schedule of fees that the principal 
fault is found. 

Madison, Wis., March 21.—In the Assem- 
bly Mr. Christian offered a joint resolution 
for the appointment of a committee of five, 
three from the Assembly and two from the 
Senate, to agree upon and fix a date for the 
ad jourument of the Legislature.

TELLS WHY THE CONDUCTOR BEAT HIM. 


Robert Ballentine Testifies Why He Wants 
. $50,000 from a Street Car Company. 
Robert Ballentine, who is suing the Chicago 
City railway company in Judge Goggin's 
court for $50,000 damages for an assault 
cominitted upon him by one of the company s 
conductors. testified in his own behaif yester- 
day. Mr. Ballentine said Nov. 11, 1891, he 
boarded a Wabash avenue car at State and 
Madison streets. and when the car reached 
Wabash avenue it was boarded by a newsboy 
with a bundle of papers under his arm. The 
coaductor, whose name was Campbell, came 
up behind the boy and took his papers, which 
he threw under the wheels of the car. 
The cable train proceeded south, the 
witness said, and when near J ackson 
street the boy appeared ain and 
going into the car where the conductor was 
threw something at him. The boy ran to get 
out of the car and ran against the witness, 
who was standing on the rear platform. Two 
passengess who were also on the platform, 
Mr. Ballentine said, obstructed the couductor 
in order to preven him from reaching the 
‘boy and the latter ped. The conductor 
then struck at the witness and seizing him 
threw him from the car. Ballentine said he 
alighted on the ground upon his face, and be- 
fore he could move the conductor kicked 
him on his right eye, rendering him uncon- 
scious and permanently injuring the eye.

MANUFAOTURERS INDORSE THE LAW 


Association Declares for Sanitary Feat- 
ures of the Eight-Hour Measure, 

Members of the Illinois Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation met last night at the Great North- 
ern Hotel. President W. B. Conkey an- 
nounced one of the objects of the meeting to 
be to discuss measures before the Legislature 
which threaten the industries and manufact- 
urers of the State. Levy Mayer, attorney 
for the association, explained the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court declaring un- 
constitutional the eight-hour female labor 
law. He said: 

The decision of the court covers the main ob- 
ject for which this association was organized, to 
protect and hold inviolate the rights —— erty, 
which inciudes the right to empioy labor for as 
many hours as labor is willing to work. It is 
the right of every American citizen to do with 
his labor whatever he may piease. 

He then explained the eight-hour question 
was the only one attacked. He believed the 
associatior. was in favor of the law so far .as 
it provided for sufficient space, light, and air 
in workshops, and everything required to pro- 
mote sanitary regulations and to protect the 
health of employés. If the association wished 
to ateack that feature of the law it would have 
to employ ober counsel. It could, he be- 
lieved, be successfully attacked, but he re. 
fused to do it. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Mayer’s remarks 
the association unanimously adopted the fol- 
lowing: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting 
that the law passed by the Legislature of this 
State, approved June 17, 1893, entitled ‘An act 
to 4 the manufacture of clothing. etc., 

n this State, with the exception of that portion 
which has recently been declared unconstitution- 
al by the Supreme Court, meets with the bearty 
support of our association. That we are in full 
accord with legislation regulating the sanitary 
condition of factories, shops, etc, the - preserva- 
tion of the health of employés, the prohibition of 
child labor, and that the officers of the State 
under this act be upheld and assisted by us in 
their labors tuwards these ends. |

It was not surprising 
therefore that the first unfolding of The Mas- 
ter Builder,” that grim, vague, and mysteri- 
ous product of the Scandinavian drama- 
tist’s genius or fancy which was first given to 
the world about two years and a half ago, 
should cause a flutter in the small but perse- 
vering band which, under the leadership of 
Mr. Hamlin Garland, Miss Anna Morgan, and 
a few others, is endeavoring to enshrine Ibsen 
as the dramatic idol in this country. Hooley’s 
Theater, where the Chicago Conservatory stu- 
dents, headed by Mr, Edward Dvorak, ap- 
peared in the play yesterday afternoon, waa 
well titled by an audience which seemed to 
accept listening to the production first as a 
duty, and secondly as a pleasure. Toward the 
close the enthusiasm .warmed, and the play- 
ers, all of whom distinguished tnemsel ves, 
were called before the curtain several times. 
Miss Morgan, also, was obliged to bow her 
acknowledgments. 

As a sortof appetizer for the richer dra- 
matic courses which were to be served later, 
Mr. Hamlin Garland appeared before the 
curtain and made a few remarks on Ibsen 
and the advantages of an independent theater. 
The substance of what he b d to say was as 
follows: 

The drama in America is in a struggling, tran- 
sitory stage. We are letting go of certain old 
things and reaching out uncertainiy for new 
things. In this transition period it is good to 
have a chance to sit down before a play by Hen- 
rik Ibsen. He isa liberator like Whitman, a 
man of purpose like Tolstoi He had not lied or 
shirkod or dodged. He has not written for 
popular approva nor to please managers. With 
an inscrutable comic curve in the grim line of 
his lips he has looked out upon the world while 
it considered him mad, iconoclastic, an enemy of 
society—and so looks he today when the world 
— wy his Titanic force and places him 
among the halt dozen minds whose thought has 
influenced the whole literary European world. 

Ibsen is one of the freest souls of leur modern 
time. and he has made the drama the medium 
for his subtlest moods as well as for his most 
fearless and powerful thought. He is a drama- 
tist. He knows the limitations of the stage and 
he knows its possibilities. In three or four of 
the capital cities of Europe his playsare an event. 
They have not succeeded in America—so much 
the worse for us. These plays are not on trial.

one of the most subtle and interesting of the 
many plays of Henrik Ibsen. 

Like many of Robert Browning’s poems the 
value of **The Master Builder will depend 
upon the imagination of the observer. It is 
indefinite, vague, mysterious, but at the same 
time full of suggestiveness. Its purpose is 
symbolistn, but its morbid exposition of the 
human soul, its ambitions and weaknesses, 
may be applied to any one of a broad range 
of subjects, depending upon the inventive 
genius of the listener. It takes the dark, Ib. 
senish, pessimistic view.of life and lays it bare 
in all its grim details. Toattemptto discover 
exactly what its direful plot is meant to argue 
would be as fruitiess as a discussion of 
Hamlet’s sanity. The argumeut would 
move ina circle. That it is dull, gloomy, 
and oppressive is certain, that its dark views 
of life can never become acceptable to opti- 
mistic minds is beyond argument. Its free- 
dom from all the conventions of the stage, its 
exquisite technical finish, its finely written 
dialogu2 are to be admired independently, 
but as a medium of dramatic instruc- 
tion and enjoyment it is to be 
placed beside Ghosts and other of Ibsen’s 
disordered plays. It has none of the direct. 
hess or clearness of purpose which is apparent 
in The Doll’« House, The Pillars of Soci- 
ety, or Au Enemy of the People, which 
Mr. Tree presented in Chicago only a week 
ago. When the curtain descended it is doubt- 
ful if one-third of the audience had a clear 
apprehension of what it was all about. 

Solness, the master builder, is a son of 
pious peasants who has become a builder 
because he wanted to erect temples 
to God, Success crowns his endeav- 
ors and then his character vhanges. He 
becomes heartless in his means to further his 
own prosperity. At the outset he is happily 
married and living in a quaint old home filled 
with knickknacks, of which his wife is fond. 
A desire seizes him that the house may burn 
and give him an opportunity to buiid a new 
dwelling. [Che secret forces of his will obey 
him and the house does burn, and with it per- 
ish his wife’s relics. His two children also 
perish through exposure. From that moment 
the cheracter of Aline, his wife, changes. The 
atmosphere about her becomes dank with her 
morbidness, With Solness’ increasing ambi- 
tions perisher his domestic happiness. 

Then Kaja Foslic, his niece, a bookkeeper, 
enters his life and usurps the place that be- 
longs to his wife, but she is turned aside to 
make room for Hilda Wangel, a spirited, 
light-hearted girl wno has seen him scale the 
pinnacle of a church spire ten years before 
and whom he has carelessly promised 
that he will build for her a castle 
in Spain or somewhere, She thrusts 
away all the conventions of the mar- 
riage relation, takes possession of his 
thoughts, his moods, and his ambitions, dis- 
pels his broodings, and changes to joy his 
dark forebodings that he is soon to be super- 
seded by a younger generation. She tells 
him of his promises, and in lieu of her castle 
he consents to build her a high tower, upon 
which she will dwell with him and build air 
castles. First it was church spires, then dwell- 
ing-houses, and finally fancifui structures 
of the mind. The wife in the 
time is forgotten ; she is 
gated to her morbid sense 
duty in attending to trifles. The tower is fin- 
ished, the day of its dedication hus arrived, 
and, influenced by Hilda, Solness consents to 
scale its walls and crown it with the laurel 
wreath, heediess of the warnings of others. 
The crowd stands about, but dares not look 
up at him, while Hilda calls out in excite- 
ment: Thus have I seen him during all 
these ten years. How firin and safe he stands! 
Now he hangs the wreath on the tower! It is 
the impossible which he does now! But, see. 
there are others up there! There is one 
quarreling with him! Do you not hear song 
in the air. powerful song? See, see! Now he 
swings his hat and beckons to us! Answer 
him. for now it is finished! Hurrah for 
Solness, the master builder.“ He becomes 
dizzy, falters, and suddenly falls to the ground 
amid pieces of timber and is killed. The 
crowd is dumb with fear. But Hilda shouts: 
»My master builder! Now 1 cannot see him 
up there! But he came to the top, and I 
heard harps in the air! My, my master 
builder!“ 

Then the curtain falls. 

Such is the substance of The Master 
Builder.“ Its meaning may be left for the 
imagination. Ita interest is its murbidness— 
the interest which prompts one to witness the 
ghastly signts of the morgue that one may 
better appreciate the humble joys of life. 

It is forceful in its rapid transitions, its sud- 
den changes from one set of sentiments to 
another. from murky darkness to gloomy 
light. It contains no vestige of true happi- 
ness. Ihe solitary glimpses of humor in an 
ascetic old doctor were eagerly grasped by the 
audience as a means of relief, but they were 
momentary. 

The play was exceptionally well rendered by 
the amateur company, purticularly by Mr. 
Edward Dvorak, Miss Katharine Knowles, 
and Miss Sophea Levea. The cast in its en- 
tirety was as follows:

Libia Drog.“ Without extended comment 
on this episode it would only seem 
necessary to recall that Mme. Nor- 
dica had the previous evening sung 
an arduous and exacting role; that the for- 
mer occasion, when she sang two evenings in 
succession, it was an unusual concession to 
the management and to save the opera; and 
that she is furthermore announced to sing in 
„Les Huguenots” Saturday. This is the 
first episode of the kind during the Chicago 
engagement, There remains but a brief sea- 
son for the possibility of a like repetition, If 
a management is to be credited with any 
species of thought it would seem to be fore- 
thought.

THEY PLAY WITH MUD 


FIVE HUNDRED MEN DABBLE AT 
OLEAN ING THE STREETS. 


These Are Added to the City Pay-Kolls, Os- 
tensibly for the Purpase of Cleaning 
Up the Dirt- How the Gangs Erect Lit- 
tle Hillocks and Then Let Them Alone 
Their Kxertious Are Not a: Ali Wear- 
ing ani Their Results Look Small- 
How the Streets Appear After the Jub. 


Five hundred naines were added to the city 
pay-roll yesterday. Yesterday was the first 
day of spring. astronomically speaking, and 
under the guise of spring cleaning a half a 
thousand men were enrolled as city employés, 
ostensibly for the purpose of cleaning the 
streets. Now, thereis no sort of question as 
to the necessity existing for a lot of ener- 
getic work in that direction, but the 500 
were not employed to do energetic work. 
Never. 

Only 300 of them were sent out yesterday. 
The other 200 were held back, probably for 
fear that if all these able-bodied men at- 
tacked the job at once the city might 
be cleaned up before election day. 
But if that was the case there 
need have been no tear. The 300 were fur- 
nished with bright new hoes with red and 
green labels pasted on the handles near where 
the steel shank meets the wood. Last night, 
when they returned from toil, man after man 
proudly displayed his hoe, bearing labels as 
bright and unsullied as when they left the 
factory. A few had long-handled brush 
hrooms. Forth they sallied for the great 
West Side, and there split up into small 
gangs. The Superintendent of Street Clean- 
ing said: 

Lou will fird them on Milwaukee avenue 
on Halsted street. Blue Island, Clybourn, an 
ali of the main thoroughfares, and, ofcourse, 
all the cross streets and alleys.“ * 

An exploring party of one set out in search 
of one or more of these gangs. Near Lake 
street,on Halsted, the explorer discovered a 
series of curious little hillocks arranged in 
two rows on either side of the street. The 
material of which they were composed was 
unmistakably dirt. But where did it come 
from? Close inspection revealed that the in- 
tervening surface between hillocks had heen 
scraped over so as to reveal some of the more 
recent geological strata. 

Men Are Fond. 


Following up the hillocks, until Madison 
street was reached. forty or fifty of the hillock 
builders were discovered, At first sight there 
was nothing about these men that specially 
distinguished them from others of 
the race, But it soon became 
apparent that they all had a strongly 
marked characteristic. This was visible 
enough. but difficult to adequately define o 
describe. Perhaps the nearest approach 
would be to say each man acted as though he 
was the incarnation of the principle of the 
‘dignity of labor.“ There before them lay 
exposed thick, black, tenacious layers of 
frozen filth, and somewhere below, it was 
reasonabie to believe, lay the pavement. 
They tapped the accumulations in question- 
ing way with their toes and then moved aside 
and watched curiously as a passing wagon de- 
molished two or three hillocks and then 
rattled solidly over the dirt below. That 
settled it. If it could hold up a wagon, why 
disturb it? Itsaved wear and tear on the 
pavement, to say nothing of the new hoes, 

Then the opposite side of the street inter- 
ested them. There their companions were 
trying to pile liquid mud into artistic heaps. 
Failing in this they built great oval messes, 

A man stopped to watch the work. Three 
incautious fellows, evidently working in a 
reverie, actually cleaned away one stratum 
after another until the pavement came to 
view. It was as interesting as an excavation 
in Pompeii. Breathlessly the man drew 
nearer. But something broke the reverie and 
the men ceased at once and solemnly and 
seriously gazed at the man. Then u big fat 
woman came out of a house and shook a big 
dusty rug vigorously. Slowly and contem- 
platively they turned their gaze on her. In 
something under two hours they thus piled up 
hillocks along a whole block. They spoke 
but little, 

What They Were Doing. 

„What are you domg? was asked of one 
of them who was looking admi: ugly ata 
hillock he and six others had spent a quar- 
ter of an hour in building. 

‘*Clanin’ the strates. Wot else? was the 
slow reply. 

„es., but what is going to Oe done with 
these hillocks and mud-pies you are mak- 
ing?’ 

This required thought. They gazed re- 
flectively at the hillocks, at the questioner, 
and each other, and then ssid: 

„Be blowed if I know! 

Policemen and residents on the streets 
were approached on the same subject, but 
the oldest and best posted inhabitants could 
say only this: 

„Perhaps tomorrow the wagons will be 
along. Maybe in the morning, maybe not 
until the afternoon; then they will cart these 
heaps away. 

‘* But will not the wind and wagons and so 
on spread this stuff all over the streets be- 
fore then? 

„O yes. Bit some of the in will stay and 
they will cart those off and there will be that 
much less dirt. Half a loaf is better than no 
bread.” 

Asa matter of fact fifty men heaped all 
the loose, wind-blown dirt on eight city 
blocks yesterday into little heaps just where 
wagons would knoek them to pieces, in the 
expectation that twenty-four hours iater 
carts should come to take away these heaps. 
The same men working honestly half the 
number of hours, followed up by carts, 
could have cleaned the street from curb down 
to the pavement for five times the distance. 
Tomorrow afternoon no passerby along 
those e ght blocks could be convinced by an, 
amount of argument or number of affidavit 
that fifty men bad been at work street ciea 
ing there. And the doubter would be rig .

The Measure as Amended by the Sabeom- 
mittee, It Is Expected, Wil!

Albany, N. V., March 21.—The Assembly 
Committee on Codes spent most of the after- 
noon discussing the Gray racing bill. The 
report of the subcommittee was adopted by 
the full committee, with the exception of the 
amendment providing that licenses of the 
racing associations shall be revoked by the 
Jockeyclub. That power is given to the com- 
mission whose appointment by the Govern- 
or is provided for by the amended bill, The 
committee also agreed on amendments provid- 
ing that the rules and regulations of all racing 
associations shall be prescribed by the Jockey 
club and the State shall receive 5 per cent of 
the gross receipts from all racing associa- 
tions.

It is probable the bill will be passed 
without further amendment, thus settling the 
Eastern racing situation.

No Right to License Gambling, 

Chicago, March 21.—{ Editor of the Tribune. 
Noticing your just criticism in a recent editorial 
upon an act now before the Legislature iu rela. 
tion to horse racing, bookmaking, betting. and 
gambling, allow meto call public attention to 
the fact. which for many years past | have made 
public often in the columns of your paper, that 
there is no power in the Logislatute to pass any 
such law as this. No legislative body in this 
country possesses the power to licease, legalize, 
or authorize any business which is in its nature 
detrimental to the public welfare or in deroga- 
tion of public mora!s. All such acts, all such 
attempts at this kind of legislation are nugatory 
and void. Gambling in all of its forms is a vice, 
injurious to the morals and well being of the 
social body. Noman, no member of this body, 
has any right to carry on public gambling. It is 
a crime against the State and punishable as such. 
The legisiators are but the servantsof the people 
possessing only such powers as they derive from 
the people, and if the individual has no right to 
carry on a public gambling place how can he 
confer any power on the Legislature to authorize 
or license him to doit? It is a patent absurdity. 
The Supreme Court of the United States says, in 
Mississippi: No Legislature can 
bargain away the publie health or the public 
morals. The people themselves cannot do it, 
much Jess their servants. Government is organ- 
ized with a view to their preservation and can- 
not divest itself of the power to provide for 
them. The Legislature may. suppress and pun- 
ish vices, immoralities, and crimes. but not 
license or authorize them. If the business named 
in this act is a lawful business where is the neces- 
sity for legislative sanction? Ifit is an unlaw- 
ful business then no act of the islature can 
legalize it. There is no such thing in this coun- 
try as indulgences for the commission of a crime.

COLLEGE CREW TO RACE IN ENGLAND, 


Passage Is Engaged and They Will Be in 
the Henley Regatta. 

New York, March 21.—Passage to South- 
ampton and return was arranged today for 
the Yale-Cornell Varsity crew. The Ithaca 
oarsmen, taking their shells with them, will 
sail from New York May 29 on the Paris and 
at once proceed to Henley, where they will 
train for the Grand Challenge Cup race to be 
rowed on the Thames during the second 
week of July. In this event the American 
collegians will meet the best crews of England, 
France, and other countries that may aspire 
to the aquatic championship of the world. The 
Leander eight, composed of the best oars of 
Oxford and Cambridge Universities, will be 
in the race, This will be the first American 
eight-oared crew to visit England and row in 
England’s greatest regatta at Henley, al- 
though several four-oared varsity and ama- 
teur crews of this country have in past years 
competed.

The explosion in the mine shouk the 
whole country around, wrecked the power 
plant, a fan house, and several other tuild- 
.ngs, entailing heavy loss, but the death roll 
far overshadows other considerations. Im- 
mediately after the explosion Supt. Bradbury 
telephoned for physiciang. Brave men had 
tried to descend some of the air and escape 
slopes without success, and it was not until 
three hours after the explosion that a volun- 
teer party entered the main entrance to the 
slopes, and soon afterwards returned with 
two bodies. Then reported caves stopped 
further progress down the slope. Then a 
party went down to shovel out the caves, 
after which the searching party again entered, 
and work in that line is now going on. 

The explosion is described by many as 
most terrific, shaking the whole town and 
causing women and children to run into the 
streets imploring for the safety of the beloved 
ones, Though there is no fire in the mine, 
the explosion is supposed to have come from 
a blast setting fire to dust, making a dust ex- 
plosion. The mine was supposed to be free 
from gas and well ventilated. 

This is the third disastrous explosion in this 
vicinity. In 1881 No. 2 mine, Rocky Mount- 
ain, exploded, killing thirty-six Chinese and 
four white men. In the spring of 1886. 
Union Pacific Mine No. 4 killed thirty-six 
men,

‘Mass-Meeting at Springfield of Persons In- 
terested in the Reform of Indigent In- 


ebriates=Strong Arguments Made in 
Favor of the Bills Providing a Method 
= of Curing Drankards at the Expense of 
the Counties They Come From How 
Such Laws Would Benefit the State, 


Springfield, III., March 21.—A mass-meet- 
ing was held tonight in Representatives’ Hall 
by those interested in the reform of indigent 
inebriates and to stimulate interest in the 
bills now pending before the House and 
Senate providing a method of curing drunk- 
ards at the expense of the county from which 
they are sent. The mecting was well attended, 
many members of the Legislature being 
present. Those who participated in the ex- 
ercises of the evening included many promi- 
nent philanthropists of this and other States, 
among whom was Thomas Barry, Secretary 
of the National Keeley League. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. 
Klein, who, after prayer by the Rev. M. F. 
Troxell, Chaplain of the Senate, spoke at 
some length. This was followed by an ex- 
cellent address by Col. N. A. Reed Jr. of Chi- 
cago, editor of the Banner of Gold. 


Piea of the Woman’s Auxiliary.

A large majority of them are_ suffering 
from diseases and wounds received in the service. 
It is easy to imagine that most of tem are with- 
out strong liome ties or they somehow would 
have managed to keep out of the home. They 
are drunkards of long standing, twenty to forty 
years ; so far as success in life is concerned they 
can no lorger hope for it. They have, unfort- 
unately, most of them lived dissolute and im- 
moral Hives for a long period of time. In a word, 
they are without hope, without ambition, with- 
out family, without friends, without health, old, 
sick, and weak, and I think you will agree with | 
me that they are about the most discouraging lot 
of patients that a physician could have placed 
under his charge anywhere under any circum- 
stances. In addition to this, this cure has on 
introduced into other homes-—-Santa Monica, 
Cal.; Togus, Me.; Milwaukee, WIe; Hampton, 
Va.; and everywhere results are equally satisfac- 
tory, 

In the annual report of the Board of Managers 
of these soldiers’ homes, made to ‘Congress in 
June last. the volume fairly bristles with Keeley- 
ism, the Governors, the physicians, and others 
calling attention to the beneficial effects of the 
introduction of the Keeley treatment. At the 
Soldiers’ Home at Leavenworth there has been 
during the year an average attendance of 2,200 
men, and the physician of the home reports there 
has not been a single case of delirium tremens 
during the year, and previous to the introduction 
of the Keeley treatment the hospital had never 
been without a number of these cases. In addi- 
tion to that 182 married men who had taken the 
cure were reunited totheir families that had been 
deserted for from ten to thirty-five years.

Proportion of Crime Due to Drink. 


It is difficult to obtain statistics which will 
prove just what proportion of crime committed 
is due to drink, but Carroll D. Wright of Massa- 
chusetts made an attempt to do this ir the Coun- 
ty of Suffolk, Mass., the county in which Boston 
is situated. In one year there were 16,897 sen- 
tences in Suffolk County, and of these 12,289 
were directly due to what he calls rum causes, 
12,221 being sentences for drunkenness and 68 
for violation of the liquor law, This shows 
that the liquor cases comprise 72 per cent of the 
total number of sentences for the year. The bal- 
ance of the sentences forthe year was 4,608, of 
which 2,097 were in liquor at the time they com- 
mitted the offense for which they were punishea; 
1,804 others were addicted to the use of intox1- 
cants and 821 were affected by intemperate sur- 
roundings, and out of these 16,897 sentences in 
the County of Suffolk for one year there were 
only 1,158 total abstainers. 

The legislators of the State of IIlinois must be 
convinced that the remedy for this state of things 
does not consist in the work of the churches, 
temperance societies, or the prison. Experience 
has proved none of these agencies influences the 
drunkard. I coucede to the churches, the clergy, 
and the temperance societies that they have ac- 
complished great good by their earnest and dis- 
interested efforts in behalf of humanity. Through 
their agency the percentage of total abstainers is 
greatly increased, and have no doubt many 
moderate drinkers have been led by their influ- 
ence to abandon drinking habits before it was 
too late: but the class that does the harm, that 
makes the mischief, that populates our peniten- 
tiaries and poorhouses, that swells the number of 
arrests daily is beyond their reach and will al- 
ways remain so. The reason is in a nutshell, that 
drunkenness is a disease, and being a disease it 
must be treated scientifically and intelligently. 
It cannot be treated by moral suasion any more 
than the smallpoxor typhoid-fever can. There 
isnot a manwho has taken the Keeley treat- 
mont in this vast army of 250,000 men but has 
been subjected to all these influences, been rea- 
soned with by friends, labored with by clergy- 
men and temperance societies, all without avail, 
and yet four weeks ‘in a Keeley Institute will 
plave him upon his feet, within the power of his 
own control once more. 

Colorado, Maryland, and Louisiana have 
passed laws providing for the cure of indigent 
inebriates and the results are eminently satis- 
factory and che people of those States are begin- 
ning to see that the solution of the great problem 
is about to be solved. Let me urge every man 
and woman iu this audience to make avery effort, 
to strain every nerve, to leave no stone unturned 
to procure the passage of a similar law in the 
State of IIlinois. I beseech you in the name of 
the fathers and mothers, the wives and sisters, 
and the children of the drunkards to pass this 
law. The State of Illinois has the proud distine- 
tion of producing the great emancipator of mod- 
ern times, Abraham Lincoln, but if you pass this 
law the Legislature of this State will emanci- 
pate more slaves than were affected by the eman- 
cipation proclamation, and they are relieved 
from a burden more galling, more degrading, 
more humiliating, more far-reaching and wide- 
spread in its disastrous effects than the negro 
was ever subjected to in this or any other country.

‘OBJECT TO SCALPERS. 


PAOKERS SAID TO BE TRYING TO 
DRIVE THEM OUT OF BUSINESS. 


Much Excitement Caused at the Stock- 
Yards by an Alleged Boycott Against 
These Middlemen- Eliminating 
Them Competition Will Be Lessened 
and the Price of Cattle Reduced, It Is 
Claimed=Oatbidding One Agent and 
Selling at an Advance to Another, 


‘*‘ Scalpers or no scalpers? 

This is the question of supreme interest in 
the Stock-Yards district these days. It over- 
shadows even the lively Aldermanic fight be- 
tween Tom Carey and Buck McCarthy, 
and wherever it is discussed there the 
crowd is found. The scalpers, and 
there are over a hundred of them, 
with the veteran Stephen Healey at their 
head, assert that some of the big packers ure 
trying to drive them out of business so as to 
lessen competition and thus reduce the price 
of cattle. On the side of the packers it is 
claimed the scalper is a bold, bad man, who 
has tricks that would make the Heathen 
Chinee of Bret Harte fame look like an ama- 
teur, but there is a general denial of any con- 
certed move to get rid of him. 

Market Price Bid Up. 

The Stock-Yards is cut up in three di- 
visions, Known as the Burlington, Rock Isl- 
and, and Northwestern. Each of the hig buy- 
ers has a number of agents picking up cattle 
for him. One of these agents will see a fine 
bunch in the Burlington pens and make an 
offer for it, but is outbid by a scalper, who 
gets the cattle and drives them to a pen in the 
Rock Island or Northwestern division, where 
he sells them at an advance and frequently to 
another agent of the same packer who was 
trying to buy them at first. The market price 
* this way bid up, and the big buyers don't 
like it. 

Then they have another grievance. It is 
alleged some of the scalgers stuff their cattle 
with food and water to an’ unfair degree, and 
the resultis a bad shrinkage in the dressed 
weight. Again it is urged that some commis- 
sion firms encourage the scalpers because 
their trade brings a double commission. Ifa 
firm seils a bunch of cattle to a sculper and 
then turns around and sells them for the 
scalpers to a packer the double sale nets them 
$1 a head instead of the regulation 50 cents, 
These are some of the things laid against the 
scalper. . 

Start of the Fight. 

Some weeks ago at least two of thé big 
houses at the yards ordered their buyers not 
to take any cattle from calpers at any price, 
and detectives were engaged to see that the 
order was carried out. It did not have the 
effect expected, and now commission firms 
who have a large business with principal 
packers have been ‘* requested not to show 
our buyers cattle: that have been hal. died 
by scalpers, and this is the 
that is causing the rumpus. Dr. 

Wood of Wood Brothers, one of 
largest commission firms at the yards, admits 
that he has received this request, and that 
he does not propose to comply with it, no 
matter what action his brethren in the trade 
may take, 

An effort was mone to induce the commis- 
sion firms to petifion the Live Stock Ex- 
change to adopt rules that would drive the 
scalpers out of business, but it failed, and 
now the packers have inaugurated what is 
called atthe yards a ‘‘ boycott.’’ Only two 
concerns have thus far taken the action 
stated, but it causes as much excitement as if 
every packer had joived in it. 


REOGEIVERS APPOINTED FOR THEM, 


Small Banks and Business Firms in Finan- 
cial Dimcultie . 

New Orleans, La., March 21.— [Special. — 
The Phillips J. Greene Bank closed today. 
Mr. Greene came here from Denver last fall 
and announced himself as a wealthy capital- 
ist, and Feb. 1 opened his bank. Deposits 
were received and the bank began to prosper. 
Several weeks ago Mr. Gre becawe ill and 
departed for St. Louis for 4 leaving 
no instructions as to payment of his bills. 
Today a provisional seizure of the bank was 
made by the landlord for $12,000 and other 
creditors filed suits. The officials of the bank 
declare that every cent of the deposits will 
be paid, but the bank will hardly resume,

His Wife, Sadie, Is Sent to Auburn for 
Twenty Years. 

Buffalo, N. I., March 21.—Clarence Rob- 
inson hus been found guilty of murder in the 
second degree and his wife, Sadie, of man- 
slaughter for the killing of Montgomery 
Gibbs.
